Without question few of the newspaper correspond- 
ents who were present at the weekly interview with 
Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, at Washington, 
on Jan. 11, were ever so deeply touched by an incident 
in their news gathering duties as the reading by Gen- 
eral March of a letter he had received from Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in May, 1918. General March said: 

“During the week I went up to Oyster Bay to at- 
tend the funeral of former President Roosevelt. Dur- 
ing the funeral ceremonies, which were beautiful in 
their simplicity, I saw Capt. Archibald Roosevelt, who 
was handling the funeral arrangements, wearing medals 


for distinguished service in France. I recalled one of 
the letters which Mr. Roosevelt had sent me some time 
ago in which he referred to his sons, and I have deter- 


mined to release it for publication. This letter was 
written to me after the death of my own son, and before 
the death of Quentin Roosevelt: 

“*“My dear General March: 

“*According to your instructions in your letter of 
April 25, and the enclosed copy of your memorandum to 
The Adjutant General, I cabled Kermit through ou 
Ambassador at Madrid that he had been appointed eap- 
tain of Artillery in the National Army and was to re- 
port to General Pershing, and therefore was to proceed 
aaa to Madrid where your orders would reach 
1im. 

“*] thank you, sir. You have already drunk of the 
waters of bitterness; I suppose I shall soon have to 
drink of them; but, whatever befalls, you and I hold 
our heads high when we think of our sons. 


“ ‘Sincerely, 
“““THEODORE ROOSEVELT.’ ” 
That was all. Sut there was more than could be 


expressed in a thousand words in the momentary pause 
when General March laid down the letter and prepared 
to proceed with the interview. “When we think of our 
sons” seemed to stick in one’s mind; it was ineradicable. 
It left its impress, a sort of afterglow that warmed one’s 
blood and brought with it a feeling of sympathy, even 
of sadness, that went out also to those other men of 
this great nation who had cause to pause when they 
thought of their sons—those fathers who had sent their 
boys into the fight to make the world a better place to 
live in. The simple incident in the office of the honored 
Chief of Staff was nearly a perfect tribute to those sons 
of stalwart American fathers who had fallen facing the 
foe. And they, too, may “hold their heads high” when 
they think of their boys who carried the flag across the 
fields of France and laid down their lives in a right- 
eous cause. The letter from the former Commander-in- 
Chief to the Chief of Staff of the Army is as a beacon 
light to these fathers, a solace in this day of their sor- 
row. And the simple little tribute to those sons ought 
to stir the hearts of the millions who were not ¢om- 
pelled to drink of the waters of bitterness to the resolve 
that they will do their utmost to honor those boys and 
those fathers to the end of time. Their comrades are 
coming home now by the thousands, but in the joy of 
greeting the living, let us not forget those who sleep 
eternally in the soil of France. “Think of our sons.”

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Pay Where Commission Was Declined. 

A former lieutenant of the Medical Reserve Corps ap- 
plied to the Comptroller for revision of the action of 
the Auditor in disallowing a claim for pay from Aug. 1 
to Sept. 13, 1917. The facts in the case are that the 
officer accepted his appointment in the Medical Reserve 
Corps on May 9, 1916; that on March 29, 1917, he was 
appointed a lieutenant in the Medical Officers Reserve 
Corps; and that on April 26, 1917, he declined to ac- 
cept such appointment. Orders were issued relieving 
him from further duty on June 14, 1917, and he was 
directed to proceed to his home. At the time this order 
was issued the officer “appears to have been with the 
Army in France” and apparently continued to render 
service until Aug. 5, 1917, when he received an order 
from headquarters, Ist Division, A.E.F., France, stat- 
ing that his commission having expired by ‘“constitu- 
tional limitation” he should proceed to St. Nazaire for 
transportation to New York, reporting upon arrival to 
the commanding general, Eastern Department. The offi- 
cer states he reported there on Aug. 29, 1917, and held 
himself awaiting orders until Sept. 13, 1917, when he 
received the orders of June 14 mentioned above. He 
was paid up to and including July 31, 1917. In dis- 
allowing his claim for pay from Aug. 1 to Sept. 13, 
1917, (the date on which he received the order definitely 
relieving him from duty), the Auditor gave as his rea- 
son for his action that “as the officer’s commission as 
lieutenant of the Medical Corps expired by operation of 
law on June 3, 1917 (see Section 37, National Defense 
Act), and as he declined to accept an appointment in 
the Medical Officers’ Reserve Corps when such appoint- 
ment was tendered to him on April 26, 1917, there is 
no authority under which the pay as claimed can be 
allowed.” In affirming this opinion the Comptroller 
states that the facts in this case are materially different 
from those considered in the decision of his office of 
March 5, 1918, since in that instance the officer ac- 
cepted the commission when it was proffered even 
though the new commission was made out after June 4, 
1917, when by operation of law the Medical Reserve 
Corps as then constituted by law ceased to exist. 








New Army GENERAL HOSPITAL IN PHILADELPHIA. 

It has been decided to establish an Army General Hos- 
pital in a portion of the buildings of the Philadelphia 
General Hospital, and Major Arthur C. Bachmeyer, 
Med. Corps, has been ordered to command it. 
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EXPANSION AT U.S. NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Expansion and development of the United States 
Naval Academy are encouraging incidents in the definite 
steps already taken looking toward a return to condi- 
tions which prevailed at the Academy prior to the war. 
The number of midshipmen will be permanently in- 
creased and post-graduate education will be conducted 
along more extensive lines. There will be no further 
training of Reserve officers. The present class of about 
450 Reserves will complete its fifteen weeks’ course on 
Jan. 30, as will twenty-three holders of temporary com- 
missions as assistant naval constructors. These will be 
the last of their status for the present. With the com- 
pletion of their course the Naval Academy will end a 
work which has been of great importance during the 
war. About 2,500 officers of the Naval Reserve have 
undergone an intensive course and have been fitted for 
duty in the Navy, holding temporary commissions in the 
Regular Service. While at the Academy they have been 
quartered in wooden structures, which will now be re- 
moved. By attending classes with the midshipmen it 
has required but few extra officers'to carry on the in- 
creased work. 

An order was issued on Jan. 14 by the Navy \Depart- 
ment relative to graduation of midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy. It provides that the First Class graduate in 
June, 1919. The Second Class, consisting of 550 mem- 
bers, will be equally divided on a basis of scholastic 
standing, the first half to graduate in June, 1920, and 
the second half in June, 1921. The fourth and all suc- 
ceeding classes will take the regular four-year course. 
It was supposed that there would be no graduating ex- 
ercises at the academy-in 1920, but this has been oyver- 
come by dividing the Second Class. 

Secretary Daniels is taking steps with a view to 
reopening the post-graduate department and his de- 
cision as to a head for the department and the necessary 
additional instructors is’ awaited with considerable in- 
terest. The expansion in this directon contemplates a 
rearrangement of the courses, increased size of classes 
and the detailing of young officers as students. The 
post-graduate work was conducted on a large scale when 
the war demanded concentration on essentials. It was 
constantly enlarging its scope, and it is now the purpose 
of the Navy Department to continue development along 
former lines and to make possible an even larger pro- 
portion of this higher training at the Naval Academy. 
Through the location of the Naval Experiment Station 
and Laboratory at Annapolis it will be possible to have 
the experts of the station act as instructors of the stu- 
dent officers. Moreover, the students will be able to do 
research work in the laboratory, a portion of the course 
which has had to be done heretofore at other places. 
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Human INTEREST Tovucn To. War Hisrorigs. 


In connection with the preparation of the Army and 
Navy histories of the war the departments intend to 
have the material written so as to bring out the human 
interest element, and so far as possible to get away 
from the formal language of official documents. To that 
end the actual impressions of each officer are being 
sought and every effort is being made to bring out the 
@elorful and thrilling things done in the line of duty. It 


is believed that by getting’ the personal. narrative of 
officers, and in some cases of enlisted men, that much 
material of great interest will be disclosed; and also 
that there will be available from these sources consid- 
erable constructive criticism which will lead to better- 
ments in the Army and Navy of the future. 
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THE ARMISTICE COMMISSION ORDER. 


The order against further promotions in the Army, 
issued by the Secretary of War after the signing of 
the armistice, came up for discussion in the Senate on 
Jan. 3 while Mr. Chamberlain was dissembling his love 
for the War Department by kicking it downstairs into 
the regions where unpreparedness dwells. Senator Wat- 
son, of Indiana, asked the Senator from Oregon “if 
there was any truth in the statement” that such an 
order had been issued by the Secretary of War. Mr. 
Chamberlain said he had not received any information 
on the subject. Mr. Thomas informed the Senator from 
Indiana that he had discussed “that subject some time 
ago with the Secretary of War, and I can state that he 
is in great sympathy with the proposition that promo- 





_ tions which have hitherto been ordered, but upon which 


commissions have not been issued, should be granted, 
and, when it is possible, also granted with the discharge. 
It may be, however, that some legislation is necessary 
in regard to that. The Secretary of War also suggested 
that it would be pleasing to him’if every officer who has 
served and served well and with credit were advanced 
one point in promotion at the time of discharge.” 

Mr. Smoot said that he, too, “had a conference with 
the Secretary of War upon the same matter; and, as I 
understood, the promotion that was to be given to an 
officer who was honorably discharged from the Service 
was that he should be advanced one point, provided he 
remained in the Reserve Army.” Then this ‘colloquy 
ensued : 

Mr. Thomas: “I do not want to be understood as 
saying that the Secretary of War would do what I have 
stated he favored; but that is what he would like to do, 
and we may be able to assist him in that effort by enact- 
ing legislation here.’” 

Mr. Smoot: “I had noticed the Senator from Colo- 
rado had introduced a bill directing the Secretary of 
War to issue such commissions where they-had been 
recommended on or before Nov. 11, 1918.” 

Mr. Thomas: “Yes; I have introduced a bill to that 
effect.” 

Mr. Smoot: “I do not think that it is absolutely nec- 
essary to have legislation in the matter. All the Secre- 
tary of War has to do is to revoke the order which was 
issued by the War Department and to issue those com- 
missions up to Nov. 11; but the order was that no 
matter whether a commission had been recommended 
through the regular military channels or not, if it had 
not actually been perfected at the time, of the signing of 
the armistice it should go no further and the promotion 
should not be- granted. I hope the Senator from Colo- 
rado will use all of his endeavors to see that the bill 
which he introduced shall be reported to the Senate, for 
I know there is a feeling both in the House and in the 
Senate that legislation of that kind ought to be enacted, 
and enacted at an early date.” 

Mr. Thomas: “I intend to make the effort at the next 
meeting of the.Committee on Military Affairs to have 
the bill favorably reported.” 
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RECORDS OF THE ARMY SIMPLIFIED. 

Recent modifications in method of reporting changes 
in the status of officers and enlisted men, in accord with 
the announced policy of Major Gen. P. C. Harris, The 
Adjutant General, to reduce in every possible way the 
clerical work required in administration and in keeping 
records in the Army, are proving very successful. After 
practical trial in certain organizations an@ in the filing 
divisions of the office of The Adjutant General it was 
determined that by making out the “Report of Change” 
for each man concerned in a form suitable for direct fil- 
ing, instead of consolidating the daily-report of changes 
on one form from which the data had to be transcribed, 
one complete step in the work of compiling these records 
for reference amounting to at least one-third of the 
whole could be eliminated. This would not increase the 
work of preparation of the records in organizations to 
an appreciable extent, but would release hundreds of 
clerks in the A.G.O. who were employed to transcribe 
the data. Another great advantage, as a result of the 
modification, was that the data upon receipt in the War 
Department go at once to file, where they become ayail- 
able for answering inquiries with reference to individuals 





from members of Congress or relatives, the delay incident - 


to transcribing from the consolidated reports being elim- 
inated. 

Prior to July 1, 1918, all changes were entered on 
muster rolls and reported on these rolls every two months. 
If an inquiry was made with reference to the record of 
an individual the labor of tracing the record through 
these rolls was enormous, especially if the individual 
had been transferred from organization to organization. 
Also the record of a change of status in an individual 
if made at the beginning of the muster period might be 
two months old before the roll was received at the War 
Department. On July 1, 1918, muster rolls were abol- 
ished and the reports of changes were made daily by 
each organization on prepared forms which eliminated 
much unnecessary data entered on the old muster roll. 
Each enlisted man already had an envelope jacket in 


= 





which was filed certain other records pertaining to him. 
In order that his record would be complete all data con- 
cerning an individual contained in the new Report of 
Changes was to be transcribed on slips and placed in 
the envelope jacket of the individual concerned. Assum- 
ing that there were approximately 4,000,000 men in the 
Army ,and that only one per cent. were effected in the 
daily report there would be 40,000 slips daily to be pre- 
pared and placed in the jackets. However, the changes 
actually were many times one per cent. and the clerical 
work required in compiling and filing became so great 
in the office of The Adjutant General that a remedy 
was sought. 
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OVERSEAS DIVISIONAL INSIGNIA TO Go. 





Under authorization of the American Expeditionary 
Force various divisions in France have adopted special® 
distinguishing insignia worn at the point of the shoulder; 
The War Department has issucd instructions that when 
divisions come back to this country as organizations for 
demobilization, the wearing of these different insignia 
will be authorized only until their demobilization has 
taken place; but that any officer or enlisted man who 
comes back separately, or who is detached at any time 
from his organization, will at once remove the special 
divisional insignia from his uniform. These instruc- 
tions follow quite naturally the great abuse of the uni- 
form which has been largely “onfined to enlisted men 
decorating themselves with cords and arm ornaments of 
various designs and of all the colors of the rainbow. 
Despite the fact that there is no authority for wearing 
distinguishing marks except those designated by the War 
Department the regulations have been ignored in hun- 
dreds of cases, and as a consequence the department has 
been flooded with inquiries as to the meaning of these 
unusual markings. The instructions relative to divi- 
sional insignia are explicit, hence it will be the duty of | 
good soldiers as well as of good citizens to discourage 
this decorating of the uniform of the United States 
Army in every way possible. There is probably good 
cause for these distinguishing insignia overseas, where 
the uniforms of the various armies are rather difficult to 
identify. Als» they have been a matter of pride among 
the men and an earnest of their loyalty to their divi- 
sions. But in the United States there can be but one 
uniform and that undecorated with trimmings other 
than those authorized by the War Department. These 
divisional insignia on overcoats and blouses have fol- 
lowed about every known design, from oak leaves to 
geometrical patterns, and are much larger and wider — 
than anything heretofore seen on this side of the At- 
lantic. The 77th Division, for example, has a Statue of 
Liberty as its division emblem. The one note of uni- 
formity appears to be that the markings are confined to 
the left sleeve, but their positions are everywhere along 
the sleeve from just above the cuff to a point close to 
the shoulder. “The gold star of the first hundred thou- 
sand” also has not been authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. This star worn above the service chevrons was 
intended to signify that the gpldier so marked was one 
of the first 100,000 troops raised for overseas duty. 
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PLAN Navy PERSONNEL OF 225,000. 

The sub-committee of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs in starting work framing the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill on Jan. 10 decided on a temporary Navy force 
of 225,000 enlisted men, which is 25,000 under the recom- 
mendation of Secretary Daniels. It also decided that 
no provision will be made in the bill for increasing the 
permanent strength of the Navy, now fixed at 142,000 
men, which is the Secretary’s recommendation: The 
latter believes that permanent increase should await a 
study of ship complements to be made during the sum- 
mer by Navy officers. The committee’s action in plan- 
ning for fewer men than recommended by the Secretary 
necessarily brought about a reduction in the depart- 
ment’s estimates as noted below. The permanent force of 
the Navy, the committee expects, will operate the strictly 
naval craft, with 20,000 men of the temporary force 
used for the Army Transport Service and the remainder 
for manning Shipping Board vessels. In reaching the 
decision on the enlisted personnel, committee members 
regarded a complement of 1,000 men, exclusive of offi- 
cers, as sufficient for battleships and battle cruisers in 
peace time, this being a reduction from the 1,200 to 
1,400 men recommended. The committee also considered 
placing only a part of the destroyers and the 110-foot 
submarine chasers in service, and fewer of the Eagle 
boats. In the opinion of Chairman Padgett there will 
be little reduction in the final estimates as submitted by 
Secretary Daniels when the appropriation bill is re- 
ported. The original estimates in round numbers cailed 
for appropriations amounting to $2,644,000,000. The 
Secretary’s figures reduced this $995,000,000. ‘The lat- 
ter figures include what is needed for carrying on not 
only the new Navy building program, but also the money 
required for the completion of the old program. Re- 
ductions will be made in other items, but it is believed 
the final recommendations of the Secretary will be

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MeEpicaL AND SuRGICAL DEVELOPMENTS OF THE WAR, 
During the present month there will be issued by the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy Depart- 
ment an extta number of the United States Naval Medi- 
cal Bulletin, profusely illustrated, containing the report 
of Lieut. Comdr. W. S. Bainbridge, Med. Corps, U.S.N. 
B., on the medical and surgical developments of the war. 
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CAPTAIN VOGELGESANG ON BRAZILIAN RELATIONS. 

On his return recently from Brazil, where he went 
upon invitation of that country to co-operate with their 
navy in instruction of navy officers, Capt. C. T. Vogel- 
gesang, U.S.N., chief of the special naval mission to 
Brazil, made a report to the Secretary of the Navy con- 
taining his views as to measures that will foster com- 
meéreia! relations between Brazil and our country. In 
addition to his other duties Captain Vogelgesang in- 
structed classes in naval policy, strategy and. tactics in 
the Brazilian War College. In the opening of his re- 
vert Captain Vogelgesang referred to the spirit of co- 
operation on the part of the Brazilian navy “which re- 
sulted in their dispatch of a division of destroyers and 

uts to participate in operations in Furopean waters, 
ted in their decision to send their dreadnoughts to the 
“nited States to fit them for a larger part in the war. 
"The cordiality and genuineness of my reception as chief 
of a mission detailed to assist them in their efforts of 
>reparation for war is but a small evidence of their 
earnestness in this regard.” ‘The report then takes up 
Captain Vogelgesang’s views “as a self-appointed emis- 
sary from Brazil to all Americans, to tell them of the 
many virtues of the Brazilian people, to point the way 
to a better mutual understanding and to enumerate 
finally the various lines along which our capital and our 
energies could best be employed and be most welcomed 
by Brazil.” He states that the Brazilians want more 
American banks, they want our credit, and we should 
have direct communication with that country with our 
own cables, fast passenger and freight steamer lines to 
Brazil run on fast aud regular schedules, development 
of Brazil’s port and harbor facilities and coastwise 
traffic, and development of mines and industrial plants. 
After pointing out these opportunities for American capi- 
tal the officer says: “The field is at this time wide open 
to energy and enterprise, and if the United States capi- 
tal, backed by a strong and enduring policy of Govern- 
ment support, does not avail itself of the golden oppor- 
tunity that is now presented foreign capital will con- 
trol and we will not have established that community 
of interest that Brazil looks for in her relations with us.” 
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EconoMy or Batine System, 

Savings amounting to $51,678,000 have been effected 
by the substituting of baling for casing or boxing in 
the shipment of clothing and equipage for the use of 
the American Expeditionary Force, according to sta- 
tistics furnished by the Packing Service Branch of the 
Domestic Operations Division. The savings include 
material, labor in packing, handling tare weight and 
cargo space. Since October, 1917, when baling was 
begun in the New York depot, there have been over a 
million bales made. The amount saved by baling in- 
stead of casing are: Material, $1,940,000; labor (actu- 
ally doing packing), $583,000; handling tare weight, 
75,000; cargo space (figured at $6 per cubic foot), 

9,080,000; or a total of $51,678,000. ‘To these sav- 
ings may. be added savings effected in rent and main- 
tenance, $700,000; freight to the shipping warehouse, 
$490,000; rent of additional warehouse awaiting ship- 
ment, $30,000; freight from warehouse to ship hold, $1,- 
250,000; recooperage, $200,000; unloading at the. for- 
wardingsstation $1,000,000;. making a grand total of 
55,348,000 saved on the shipment of 1,000,000 bales. 
The excellent results secured in baling clothing and 
equipage supplies for.the Army “is largely due to the 
work and planning of the Packing Service Branch of 
the Domestic Operations Division in the Office of the 
Director of Purchase and Storage. The method of bal- 
ing was originated and perfected in the New York de- 
pot and the amount of compression used was deter- 
mined and set, and the cifications used were com- 
piled by the branch at that depot. One ‘of the largest 
factors in. thé’ saving made was due to the method of 
folding and bundling the garments and supplies before 
being put into the baling press. This was accomplished 
in the New York depot with hardly any extra cost 
through the co-operation between the Procurement Divi- 
sion and the Baling Operating Division at New York. 
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Tur PROVISIONAL LIEUTENANTS.: 

As to the feeling of the Army officers whose pros- 
pects of advancement were stopped by the armistice a 
correspondent writes: “One of my sons is a provisional 
lieutenant, now in a hospital in France. I am a widow, 
with four sons, all in the Service and over the sea now. 
My son mentioned above attended the training camp at 
Burlington, the first camp at. Plattsburg, and the later 
one in the summer of 1917. He pony Ba been com- 
missioned captain when he finished the last camp, but 
felt it was better to accept the lower rank in the Regu- 
lar Army, and was commissioned second lieutenant (pro- 
visional). There were three other young men commis- 
sioned and assigned to the same regiment, who went 
overseas and kept together until one was severely gassed, 
in a hospital, and later thrown into the re-classification 
list; another served as captain, received a severe wound, 
and now is in a hospital. My son was in the battle of 
the Marne and sent to a hospital after that; and since 
the armistice was signed has been sent again to a hos- 
pital. I do not know about the others, but I do know 
the recommendation for his promotion to the rank of 
captain was sent to Washington in August, but noth- 
ing has been heard from it. He is not recovering as he 
ought, and I feel his disappointment has something to 
do with the condition. In a letter of Nov. 17 he writes: 
‘C. and W. (two lieutenants at a camp here in the 
States) were lucky to get their promotions so easy. 
Over here we have been working our heads off and all 
we get is a board to prove we are incompetent if we 
make a slip-up of any kind. My commission has not 
been heard from since the recommendation left for the 
States in August.’ I feel there should be some protest 
at such tveatment of our young men.” 
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U.S.A. Genegat Hospirat No. 6. 

A particularly meritorious booklet of twenty pages 
in addition to its cover, was issued at United States 
Army General Hospital No. 6 at Fort McPherson, Ga., 
as a Christmas souvenir. It contains an interesting 
story of the establishment and development of the hos- 
pital, written by Major John L. Riley, Sanitary Corps, 
chief ‘educational and athletic officer, and prepared and 
published by Lieut. Frank R. Summers, Sanitary Corps, 
the post exchange and mess officer. The booklet is illus- 
trated and contains a picture of Col. Thomas S. Brat- 


ton, Med. Corps, commanding the hospital, and Capt. 
Meyer McC. ugherty, Sanitary Corpe, the adjutant, 
in addition to several illustrations hospital scenes. 
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The Christmas‘ menu is also x blished, which was very 
inviting. “General. Hospital No. 6 has at present a ca- 
pacity of nearly 2,400 beds and has over 1,500 patients, 
most. of them sick and wounded from overseas. It is 
estimated that over 10,000 patients have been admitted 
to the hospital’ since Aug. 1, 1917. Caring for these 
patients is a medical service with a personnel of seven- 
teen officers and a surgical service whose personnel 
numbers forty officers. -Both services not only care for 
patients, but are éngaged in training officers for work 
in the hospital and in the field. The surgical service 
has a personnel of forty officers, many of them highly 
trained specialists. The graduate nurses number. about 
112 and there are forty-cight student nurses. The 
operating department is equipped for the highest type 
of work. Many officers and nurses trained at the hos- 
pital have been assigned to duty overseas. 
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AGITATION OVER EMERGENCY RANK. 

The appearance in newspapers of articles purporting 
to show that there is widespread agitation as to. the 
question of emergency rank among officers of the Regu- 
lar and Reserve forces, and that the Reserve officers 
were actually organizing to “protect their interests”— 
a movement of which not a trace has been discovered in 
Washington—has had one tangible result. Secretary 
Baker has admitted that there is an “anomalous situa- 
tion” and that the problem of stabilizing emergency rank 
of Army officers is for Congress to solve. He said, as 
noted last week, that “the department has not undertaken 
to suggest what it thinks wisest to do about it. We have 
an anomalous situation; a very large number of men in 
the Regular Army have been promoted from lieuten- 
ants to captains, and captains to colonels, and so forth ; 
and after a man has been doing duty with troops in 
war as a colonel it is pretty hard to revert to a lower 
rank. The problem of how to stabilize rank is a seri- 
ous one, and one that cannot be solved until Congress 
decides what to do about the bill for the Army. If 
Congress provides for an Army of a half million men 
(and all members I have talked with seem to be favor- 
able), that would provide a much larger number of 
places for colonels, majors, captains, etc. So far as I 
know, it will take care of all the Regular Army men. 
An effort will be made to use all the present perma- 
nent officers, and then fill in with those officers best 
qualified who are now in the temporary Army and have 
signified their desire to. stay in the Military Estab- 
lishment.” 
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INFORMATION FOR RESERVE OFFICERS. 

In this day of uncertainty as to the reorganization of 
the Army and Navy.a situation arises analogous to that 
which produced ,the “hay making” of the shystéer lawyers 
of New ‘York in the old bail bond days. The “special 
legal representatives,” realizing that officers of the Re- 
serve forces are rather concerned at present. as to mat- 
ters pertaining to their connection with or advancement 
in the Services have come to the front and are busy 
issuing circulars enticingly worded ‘soliciting business 
from these officers. and agreeing for certain sums of 
money. te procure for them information presumably not 
available to the officers personally. All officers, includ- 
ing those of the Reserve forces, should know that the 
matters referred to in these circulars are largely those 
of policy, which necessarily changes with changing con- 
ditions. But full information is issued to the officers 
concerned through proper channels when decision has 
been made.* Hence all officers should know that retain- 
ing “special legal representatives” and paying for spe- 
cial information is not only unnecessary, but so far as 
results can be expected, is money thrown away. Rela- 
tive to promotions in the Army or Navy, officers need 
only refer to the circulars on this subject which have 
been issued to them from time to time to learn the 
metheds by which advancement may be obtained. No 
outside assistance will avail them when orders have 
not been complied with, and no assistanée of any kind 
is necessary when they*have complied with orders. 











Tue Martine Corps -GAZETTE. 

The Marine Corps Gazette for the fourth qnarter of 
1918 contains an article on “Uniform After the War,” 
by Major Walter N. Hill, U.S.M.C., in which he points 
out that many officers of the corps believe the organiza- 
tion is “in uniform” for good and all, and that after the 
war civilian clothes will be worn on extended leave only. 
The present blue uniform, it is asserted, does not meet 
with the favor it formerly enjoyed and there is a senti- 
ment in favor of abolishing all the “fanciful” mess and 
dress uniforms. The battlefields of France, it is said, 
claim that the sentiment of the corps should be for 
forestry green, when so many of the organization bravely 
fought andedied in it. Lieut. Col. L. Roosevelt, 
A.Q.M., U.S.M.C., writes om “A Proposed General Staff 
for the United States Marine Corps,” which he declares 
is necessary in view of the rapid expansion of the corps 
as a result of the war. Lieut. Col. William F. Spicer, 
U.S.M.C., makes a plea for a Marine Corps drili book 
embodying the naval drill regulation (landing force, 
ete.), as well as, in their entirety, the drill regulations 
prescribed for the Infantry of the Army. The needed 
information, he thinks, should be comprised in one vol- 
ume. ‘Lieut. Col. V Peterson; Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A., has an article on “Sand-box Instruction in For- 
tification, Reconnaissance and Minor Tactics,” which is 
very comprehensive and is accompanied by a number of 
excellent photographs. 
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OFFICERS AND MEN NEEDED FOR RECONSTRUCTION. Work. 

Officers and enlisted men are needed by the Division 
of Physical Reconstruction for administrative and in- 
struction work in hospitals, according to a statement is- 
sued by the Office of the Surgeon General. Men who 
have had technical, trade, commercial or agricultural 
training and ex~verience are especially desired as in- 
structors in the curative workshops. Authority has been 
granted by the War Department to transfer to the Re- 
construction Division any commissioned officer, non- 
commissioned officer or enlisted man from any branch 
of the Service who is no longer needed in his present 
assignment and who desires the transfer. These men 
will be sent to hospitals functioning in pltysical recon- 
struction. The program is now in operation in twenty- 
five hospitals with an enrolment of 10,000 disabled sol- 
diers in bedside and ward handicrafts and studies, tech- 
nical = =, gt shops, ocho enggire work in hos- 
pital farms gardens, stemnography, stenotype, - type- 
writing and other commercial work, and in general aca- 
demic work. More than 100 commissioned officers are 


in charge of the administrative service and in super- 
visory positions and nearly 500 enlisted men are in ser- 
vice as instructors. The reconstruction work will last 
ae —% hospitals are eleared, probably by the summer 
° le 
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SPECIAL CARE OF THE. WOUNDED. 

Instructions have been issued by Major Gen. M. W. 
Ireland, Surgeon General, U.S.A., that each injured sol- 
dicr returning from overseas should be placed under the 
care of specialized surgeons. Under the present ar- 
rangement of the Surgeon General’s Office all eases are 
classified so that thé™wounded are sent to the hospitals 
that are best equipped both in personnel and matcrial 
to care for specified cases. In his instructions to the 
commanding officer of each hospital, General Ireland 
states that the chief of the surgical service must exer- 
cise great care and judgment in selecting the best men 
to care for each case or group of cases, being guided by 
the skill and experience of the surgeons. General Ire 
land pointed out that it is of great importance that over- 
seas wounded should have the benefit of the highest de- 










gree of professional skill and experience in their treat- 
ment to insure the best possible ultimate results, the 
greatest restoration of function and the shorest con- 
valescence. In case a hospital réceiving overseas cases 
should find itself without sufficient personnel of high 


skill in handling the kind of cases assigned it, the Sur- 
geon General's Office is to be notified immediately and 
the deficiency remedied. Consultation between surgeons 
and physicians specializing in different branches of work 
is directed whenever it may benefit a particular case.

REcORD OF A CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTOR. 

In the mention last week of the remarkable case of 
Pvt. Richard L. Stierhein, 315th Inf., 79th Division, it 
should have been stated that after his sentence was 
commuted he was ordered returned to duty for non-com- 
batant service as a reward for bravery, not to com- 
batant service. Stierhein was a conscientious objector 
who deserted in the face of the enemy and was sen- 
tenced to be shot, his sentence being afterward com- 
muted because of his heroism in carrying wounded men 
from the battlefield. Third Assistant Secretary of War 
Keppel, who has charge of these cases, in a talk on 
conscientious objectors admitted that Stierhein got over- 
seas through a slip in the War Department machinery, 
though this was one case in thousands. Stierhein when 
at camp under training entered his objections and said 
he would desert the first opportunity, that his belief in 
God would not allow him to kill or wound a fellow hu- 
man being. How he came to be sent to France has not 
yet been disclosed. 
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New USE FoR TRENCH RATION CONTAINERS. 

By utilizing tin containers that had been manufac 
tured for packing trench rations, for the packing of oat- 
nieal and hominy, the Subsistence Division has just 
effected a saving of approximately $225,000. The sign- 
ing of the armistice left the division with 150,000 large 
tin containers; each capable of holding 100 pounds of 
food products and costing the Government $1.50 cach. 
These had been made ready for the large quantities of 
trench rations which were to have been shipped over- 
seas. With no need for further shipments of trench 
rations, however, there was no apparent use for these 
containers and their large size would have made storage 
expensive. An order of 10,000,000 pounds of cereals 
for overseas use solved the problem. All cereals shipped 
overseas must be packed in hermetically sealed cans, 
and the trench ration containers are very well adapted 
to that purpose for which they are now being used. 
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RESERVE OrricerRs REGRET Hasty ACTION. 

Judging from the number of inquiries coming to The 
Adjutant General’s Office, and to the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, many officers of the Reserve Corps who took 
their discharge immediately following the signing of the 
armistice have regretted their hasty action. Inquiry at 
the War Department touching on the matter of recom- 
missioning these officers reveals the fact that they may 
be recommissioned upon making formal application and 
filing with it a letter of recommendation from their su- 
perior officer at the time of taking discharge. It is sug- 
gested that former Reserve officers wishing to re-enter 
the corps supply themselves with Special Regulations 
No. 43, Officers’ Reserve Corps, 1917, corrected to July 
15, 1918, which may be had from the Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington, D.C

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Navy HonorABiE SERVICE CERTIFICATES. 

-Men leaving the Navy before the expiration of their 
terms of enlistment will be given certificates of honor- 
able service in addition to the ordinary discharge. In 
a letter to Senator Fletcher Secretary Daniels explained 
that the certificates will be given to those men who did 
not remain in the Service long enough to acquire suffi- 
cient number. of marks of merit to entitle them to an 
honorable discharge which, under the law, is issued only 
to men completing their enlistments and having certain 
merit marks, or to those discharged on account of dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty. 
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SourHeRN Hospirats ror LuNG DISEASEs. 

The Surgeon General has directed that soldier-patientg 
suffering from respiratory diseases, including gas cases 
with severe and persistent bronchial symptoms, be trans- 
ferred to southern hospitals. It is believed that the 
warmer climate will hasten the cure of these cases. It 
is emphasized that only patients who have severe and 
persistent respiratory symptoms and whose recovery ig 
likely to be slow be transferred, 
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GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
Progress of Army Demobilization. 


In his weekly interview with the Washington corre 
spondents on Jan. 11, Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief ef 
Staff, said: 

“The demobilization of the American Army. I will 
now announce the figures of organizations designated 
for demobilization so as to include here, and for the 
American Expeditionary Force only those men who 
have reached the United States. This will give us an 
exact figure for an indication of release. Other or 
ganizations which have been designated for return to 
the United States or are on the high seas, are not in- 
cluded. 

“The sum total of troops in the United States which 
are given in this statement in classes of service, amounts 
to 1,055,000. Overseas troops which haye already re- 
turned to the United States and which have been desig- 
nated for discharge 96,000. This makes a total, exclu- 
sive of those coming from France, of 1,151,000. These 
figures, I will say, do not include the sick and casuals 
who came back separately, because they are not desig- 
nated for immediate discharge. We try to cure them 
first and they are sent to hospitals for treatment, and 
will be discharged individually as they become well 
enough to be returned to their homes. This is the mini- 
mum rather than the maximum figures we are handling. 

“Reports show that, according to latest data on hand, 
up to and including Jan. 4, 1919, the discharge of 
657,524 men was accomplished as follows:

Our Troops at Archangel. 

“I have here a report from our military attaché as to 
the operations of Allied troops at Archangel. This is 
official. Operations were undertaken Dec. 29 on the 
river Onega for the purpose of consolidating line to* be 
held during the winter and to throw back enemy con- 
centration. The enemy position on the river Onega, 
fifty miles from Onega, were attached and taken. The 
Allied front was advanced up the river on a stretch of 
twelve miles. Jan. 3, enemy attacked new Allied posi- 
tion and was repulsed with heavy losses. Jan. 1, Allied 
troops withdrew to better position down river in good 
(this is a bit garbled but looks like ‘good order’), and 
without hindrance, operations being carried out in sat- 
isfactory manner. On Dec. 20, Allied troops occupied 
town of Kadish on the river Yemtsa, thirty-seven miles 
from junction of that river with Dwina. On river 
Pinega, eight miles above Pinega, Allied troops are still 
occupying their position.

One of the correspondents asked General March if 
it were not true that Great Britain’s demobilization 
process was entirely different from ours, to which 
replied: “Great Britain started out in their demobiliza- 
tion by an attempt at what they called an industrial de- 
mobilization. Their figures speak for themselves. Their 
process is entirely different from my own.” To a fur- 
ther request for “more details regarding your process” 
the Chief of Staff said: “I announced at the start what 
I proposed to do, and I think everybody understands it. 
We are discharging these men as military units, and 
not discharging them by trades.” 

Responding to other queries he said the War Depart- 
ment had no confirmation of press reports that the 
British were withdrawing from Archangel and when it 
was suggested that “perhaps this withdrawal refers to 
the withdrawal down the river spoken of in the dis- 
patch you have given us” he repeated he knew nothing 
about that. In reply to another press report that 
American soldiers were involved in a riot at St. Thomas, 
West Indies, on Christmas night General March said 
he had no news of such an occurrence and stated we 
had no soldiers in St. Thomas. 
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HONOR LIST OF AMERICAN “ACES.” 


The War Department received an official report on 
Jan. 10 giving a list of American “aces,” Army fiyers 
who have brought down more than five enemy machines 
during the war. The list contains the names of sixty- 
three who had bagged the number requisite to place 
them in the “ace” class up to the time hostilities ceased. 
The premier was Capt. Edward V. Rickenbacker, of 
Columbus, Ohio, who before he entered the Army was 
famous as a winner of many professional automobile 
races in the United States. Captain Rickenbacker had 
twenty-six enemy planes to his credit when he was him 
self killed by a German airman. Lieut. Frank Luke, 
jr., of Phoenix, Ariz., who was also killed in action in 
the air, was second on the list, with eighteen victories 
to his credit. Major Victor Raoul Lufbery, of Walling- 
ford, Conn., who was a member of the Lafayette Squad- 
ron, French army, before he joined the American Army, 
was third, with. seventeen enemy machines.

GENERAL SQUIER ON AERONAUTICS. 
Summary of Army Flying Development. 

At the direction of the Secretary of War, Major Gen, 
George O. Squier, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, de- 
livered an address on “Aeronautics in the United States, 
1918,” before the American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers in New York city on Jan. 10. It is an interest- 
ing fact that General Squier delivered an address from 
the same platform ten years ago on the subject of “Mili- 
tary Aeronautics” before an annual meeting of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers at the time 
the Signal Corps of the Army had issued its first — 
fications for a heavier-than-air flying machine. 
eral Squier devoted the first part of his present address 
to a summary of the progress of aviation in the Army 
up to the time of the  digning of the armistice, in the 
course of which he praised the production of the Liberty 
engine as one of the outstan features of the war. 
He described the Navy’s flying boat NC-1 and stated 
that on its first trial trip with fifty-one men on board 
it flew from Hampton, Va., to Rockaway Beach, N.Y. 
It had previously been understood that this naval sea- 
plane had simply made a brief flight in the neighbor- 
hood of Rockaway. 

He then took up in detail the remarkable progress 
made in the technical aspects of aviation in ; 
stating that one of the greatest scientific achievements 
of the war from the technical sta: int was the “pro- 
duction of helium in balloon quantities.” Its pre-war 
scarcity, General Squier said, “may be appreciated b 
the fact that up to two years ago not more than 
eubic_feet ever had been obtained and the usual 
price was about $1,700 a cubic foot.” Our Bureau - 
Mines staff and Mr. Carter, of the Navy, worked out the 
problem of producing this gas with such success that “at 
the cessation of hostilities there was compressed and on 
the dock ready for floating 147,000 cubic feet of nearly 
pure helium, and plants were under construction to give 
at least 50,000 cubic feet a day at an estimated cost of 
not more than ten cents a cubic foot. The production 
of a balloon gas that assures fire opens up 
a new era for the dirigible balloon.” 


Various Projects Worked Out. 

General Squier then described the work conducted by 
Major W. R. Blair in establishing twenty “upper air 
stations” in France; the application of science of 
physiology to the selection, classification and mainte- 
nance of the aviator; and the introduction of the 
surgeon to aviation camps. “Within the last - 
months,” General Squier said, “an sagrasiss has been 
perfected whereby students may acqu flying experi- 
ence and training without leaving the ground. 
machine, known as the Ruggles Orientator, is a modi- 
fication of the universal joint, composed of three eccen- 
tric rings so pivoted within the innermost ring as to be 
put through every possible evolution experienced in 
actual flying except forward p on. An analysis 
of ‘crash reports’ shows that a large number are due 
solely to failure to come out of the spinning nose dive 
or tail spin. The student failed in these maneuvers be- 
eause he had not learned to compensate by sufficient 
previous experience for his dizziness. The new appa- 
ratus gives the flyer experience until he becomes fa- 
miliar with the various sensations.” 

The Chief Signal Officer stated that the Science and 
Research Division of the Signal Corps at the time of 
the signing of the armistice had in progress sixty-four- 
problems. Among the work completed was the design- 
ing and development of a new and improved Venturi- 
Pitot tube for use in the determinations of airplane air 
speed. There was also developed a new and ee 
compass, a new film camera, capable of taking 100 pic- 
tures without refilling, a new plate camera, carrying 
fifty plates to handle photographs to be made from air- 
planes showing enemy terrain, a leak-proof tank which 
played an important part in the saving of the lives of 
aviators, a trench signaling lamp, a light signal capable 
of use in broad daylight from a distance of eighteen 
miles, a secret daylight signaling lamp with a range of 
five miles and a lamp which with the aid of ultra-violet 
light permitted secret signaling at night. Another de- 
velopment was the propaganda balloons with a i a4 
of more than 1, miles and a portable landing light 
for use on aviation fields. 

The development of the vacuum tube during the 
of our participation in the war the Chief Signa 
considers one of the most mee ac plish ts, 
particularly in the work of standardization and quan- 
tity production. “This represents,” he said, “an ad- 
vance in the art of electrical engineering which will 
prove of inestimable industrial and scientific value to 
this country and to the engineering world at large.” 
He then traced the development of the transmission of 
speech from airplane to ground by radio methods sayin: ; 
“On May 29, 1917, the Chief Signal Officer called a 
conference in his office at which the project of pipe | 
a ‘voice command’ equipment for airplanes (that shoul 
meet all the severe requirements of the military service 
and which should be thoroughly standardized for quan- 
tity production) was definitely set in motion against 
time. . . The present airplane radioplane, there- 
fore, is the result of a period of intensive development 
work begun shortly after we entered the war.

Prospects for the Future. 

In conclusion General Squier said: “The organiza- 
tion of the American Air Service requiring, inter alia, 
the foundation of a new industry under adverse condi- 
tions, involved a creative project worthy of the broad 
conceptions for which the United States is noted. Whe 
the United States entered the war, it was evident tha 
the time was fast approaching when the reservoirs of 
raw material for the Allies were to be found only in 
the United States and that America’s effort should be 
so organized from the beginning as to furnish a continu- 
ous flow of this necessary raw material, not only for 
our own air program, but for those of our Allies as well. 
It was clear, for instance, that the spruce, the fabric, 
the dope and the oil must be prduced as a part of our 
program on a scale to supply also the air program of 
our Allies. It was always the general Allied cause there- 
fore which controlled the deeisions in founding this in- 
dustry, rather than the needs of the United States alone, 
and this is obviously the only correct point of view. 

“Tt is believed that the majer decisions which had to 
pe made by these in authority were accurately made, 
and promptly executed, and that as a comsequence the 
record of the U.S. Air Service during the war shows a 
ereditable performance. If America will but press on 
into the future, building upon the sound foundations 
now erected, she may lead the world in the development 
and utilization of aerial navigation for the triumph of 
peace. By a wise policy of readjustment, utilizing im- 
médiately our machines and our surplus aviators for the 
rapid expansion of the aerial mail and special passenger 
services, it will be possible to salvage for the nation a 
greater percentage of the money and energy invested 
for strictly war purposes than from any other feature 
of our war activities.”

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FUNERAL OF GEN. J. FRANKLIN BELL. 

The body of Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., 
who died on Jan. 8 in the Presbyterian Hospital fn 
New York city, was taken to his late headquarters at 
Governors Island, N.Y¥., on Jan. 9. The body was met 
at the beat by the heads of the staff departments and 
escorted to the commanding general’s quarters, where it 
rested in the library. Col. Milton F. Davis came on 
from Washington to assist in the arrangements for the 
funeral ceremonies; Mrs. Ernest A. Garlington, Mrs. 
Taell’s sister; Mrs. Harry Chamberlain, her niece; Miss 
Margaret Vaughan, General Bell’s niece, who has been 
a guest for the winter; and Mr. and Mrs. Harry J. 
Luce, of New York, were with Mrs. Bell on Thursday 
and Friday, also Lieut. Franklin Bell Hanley, who re- 


ported on Thursday morning as aide-de-camp. Captain 
Spalding, aide-de-camp, and Majors J. A. Livingston 
and P. L. Thomas had charge of the arrangements for 
the funeral ceremonies on Governors Island, which took 
place on Saturday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. 

At 9:30 4.m., Jan. 11, the body of the General was 
taken to the chapel under a guard of honor composed, 
as before, of the heads of the staff department. ‘The 
caisson and six black horses with Artillevymen as driver 
and riders were brought from the Military Academy, 
West Point. The General's body lay in state in the 
Chapel of Saint Cornelius the Centurion from ten to 
twelve o'clock, flanked by candelabra and surrounded by 
wreaths and beautiful masses of flowers sent by the de- 
partment and other officers and organizations and loving 
friends. A guard of soldiers from the 3d Battalion, 22d 
Inf., under command of Lieutenant Mitchell, was posted 
at the bier from ten to 2:30 o’clock, the hour of the 
funeral, when the chapel was filled with a large con- 
gregation of sincere mourners. Large numbers of officers 
and ladies of the garrison and soldiers as well as fricads 
from a distance came to look upon the face of the Gen- 
eral, which was serenely peaceful, as expressing the con- 
sciousness of a long and faithful career in which duty 
and service were always the keynote. 

The full vested choir of boys and men of the chapel, 
under direction of Captain Halpin, choirmaster, pre- 
eeded by the cross, led the procession up the aisle to the 
altar, followed by_the Rev. Dr. Manning, rector of Trin- 
ity Church, New York, and Chaplains Edmund B. Smith 
and Thomas Dempsey, chaplain of the 22d Infantry. 
The honorary pallbearers followed the body, the bearers 
being sergeants of the 3d Battalion. The honorary pall- 
bearers were: Major Gens.

A Tribute to General Bell. 

Frank Bell stood his last muster Wednesday night, 
Jan. 8, his ligitt faded while he watched others enjoying 
life, so his last sensation was pleasure, for, in large 
degree, he lived for others.

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DYER BILL AND THE MEDICAL CORPS. 


‘To gag Eprror or tHE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A correspondent asked recently in your columns why 
the Medical Corps of the Regular Army has been so dis- 
criminated against in the matter of promotion. Why 
should the men of the Medical Corps, most of whom are 
upwards of thirty years old, be arbitrarily kept first 
lieutenants for a year after receiving their commissions? 
This same question is in the minds of the great majority 
of officers who have entered the corps since the declara- 
tion of war. A great many of us have felt, however, 
that during the year we were compelled to serve without 
promotion we would gain the necessary experience to fill 
the higher grades with credit to the Service and to our- 
selves. 

Meanwhile, officers in the Reserve Corps have been 
promoted to any grade in the Medical Corps. This, nat- 
urally, was trying in many instances. A lieutenant in 
the Regular corps often found himself the subordinate 
of an officer in the Reserve, his junior by many years 
and his inferior as regards professional qualifications 
and military experience. ‘The Regular. officer would 
have ranked had he remained in the Reserve Corps. The 
above was the natural result of a system which allowed 
one branch of the Army unlimited promotion and forbade 
it in another. : 

This was accepted cheerfully as ‘a condition incident 
to the emergenc¢ only. But now a bill is before Congress 
(Dyer bill, H.R. 13344) to commission Reserve officers 
in the Regular Medical Corps without loss of rank. The 
passage of this bill will mean that hundreds of the 
junior officers in the Regular corps will be passed over. 
The vacancies which they have so patiently waited to 
fill and which are rightfully theirs, will be filled by 
men who happened to be im a branch of, the Army 
offering no barrier to their rapid promotion; not be- 
cause they are better men, but because the lieutenants in 
the Regular corps were fobidden to advance, by law. 

An example of how this bill would work out is per- 
haps the best argument against it. Two practicing physi- 
cians of approximately the same age and equal qualifica~- 
tions are commissioned first lieutenants in the Medical 
Reserve Corps. They receive the same training; there 
is nothing to show that one is superior to the other. 
One takes the Regular corps examination, passes and is 
commissioned a first lieutenant in the Regular corps. 
He is given a position of trust and fills it with credit. 
Ten months pass and he is still serving with credit; he 
cannot be promoted however. His confrere who holds a 
temporary commission has also served with credit, but 
not with greater credit, and has risen to the grade of 
lieutenant colonel. The terms of this bill will make him 
eligible for appointment in the Regular corps with that 
grade. His colleague in the Regular corps is still a 
lientenant. Was he punished for entering the Regular 
corps? It would seem so. 

Anyone without an understanding of Army affairs can 
surely see that the passage of this bill will impose an 
injustice on the officers of the Regular corps, the magni- 
tude of which it is impossible to express. It is hoped 
the true facts governing this matter will be generally 
known in the House and Senate. before this bill comes 
up for decision and that it meets the fate it deserves. 
The bill referred to is H.R. 13344, Mr. Dyer, to amend 
sections 10 and 37, National Defense Act, approved June 
3, 1916. Farr PLAY. 
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THE SUSPENSION OF PROMOTIONS. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The order from the War Department stating in effect, 
that after Nov. 11, 1918, promotions among the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Army would be suspended for 
the present time, under ordinary circumstances would 
have created no undue inconvenience or humiliation. 
But with promotion by selection it has in numerous in- 
stances worked the hardest injustice. Take my own 
case for instance. Last August—shortly before the order 
providing for promotion by selection became effectiye— 
I was transferred from my station and placed on de- 
tached service outside of my own branch. hat was the 
result? As soon as promotion by selection became effec- 
tive, the captains at my last post were immediately 
promoted to their majorities. These officers were tem- 
porary captains and provisional first lieutenants ‘while 
I was and still am a permanent eaptain of the Regiilar 
Establishment. 

When I assumed the office and duties of my new as- 
signment I was led to believe by my immediate com- 
mander that the matter of my promotion would be taken 
eare of. Finally after six weeks of indecision I wrote 
an official communication requesting that my case be 
opened at once and laid before the Personnel Board. 
This request was granted, but due to innumerable de 
lays because of sickness, Jack of time, ete, the board 
did not forward my recommendation until after Noy. 11, 
for me to know that I was

POINT ACCOMPLISHES. 


To rHeE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Any one acquainted with the origin of West Point 
must look with grave anxiety upon any attempt to 
shorten the course or change the admirable character of 
its curriculum that has stood -the test, and made good, 
for over one hundred years. The school was established 
at a time when patriotism was at its maximum. Train- 
ing in economy, training in body, training in engineering 
based upon mathematical certainty, trainingsin stead- 
fastness of purpose, that makes the West Pointer “fight 
it out on this line if it takes all summer.” 

Engineering is the basis of all civilization, hence math- 
ematics ranks highest. They study French and Spanish, 
but note that even in that early day the German lan- 
guage was carefully exsected, because the fathers had 
been up against the Hun in the form of hired Hessians, 
and they too had learned from the Commentaries “de 
Belli Gallico” that the Hun was fever to be trusted. 

Duty, honor and country are ingrained in the West 
Pointer; he is the true democrat of the republic; he is 
the son of a capitalist, a manufacturer, a blacksmith 
and a wage worker. The first year of his Schooling is 
to test his metal, but at the end Iron School has engen- 
dered an affection for it that is lifelong and never low- 
The oldest major general has an in- 
tense interest that reaches back through the long gray 
line to the newest cub lieutenant, because he knows the 
democracy that is ingrained in the fledgling. 

The ninety-day officer is no doubt as brave, as earnest, 
because he has commenced to feel the spirit of the West 
Pointer; but with the graduate from the United States 
Military Acadery such feeling has become the habit of 
his life. Put ten West Point graduates with five hundred 
National Army officers and the ten will stand out like 
islands in @ Fiver, not more patriotic, not more enthusi- 
astic, but more efficient. 

West Point training built the Panama Canzl; West 
Point training prepared and fully rehearsed the battle of 
Cantigny, the turning point of the present war. 

West Point must build the inside water way that ex- 
tends from Massachusetts to Florida. West Point must 
provide the engineering that turns the Missouri river 
further to the west, that provides settling reservoirs for 
the spring-time congestion of the Mississippi river; West 
Point must build the levees that carry that great river, 
harmless past the now swampy shores of southern Ili- 
nois, Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee and Arkansas; be- 
cause the ideals of West Point training are initiative and 
action and not commercialism. And it is because the 
great work must be done with the exactness, promptness 
and honesty of military action, that West Point must 
enter more and more into the caleulations of the gov- 
ernment. * 

This is just as true of that other great branch of high 
manhood—the ensign. And you can’t give men the habit 
without the time to crystallize it and to give it its own 
molecular structure. To take an illustration that can- 
not be considered partisan: let some man try to ae 
complish. the course of the Boston Tech. in ninety days! 
There is no lack in the mighty young man that left 
office, counting house, counters, farms and mines, be- 


cause every one of them has’ had an ambition in his life © 


to enter West Point and his only deficiency was the 
lack of the coveted opportunity. 

To shorten this wonderful training, to lessem the opé 
portunity for these young men to make gvod, is a threat 
against the safety of the country. Consider for a mo 
ment the standing of that nation wherein these three 
million young men fought so valiantly and so earn 
estly had they also possessed the habit ingrained at 
West Point. The Army was mobilized without error—- 
by a West Pointer. 

Hands off of West Point, because there is our ideal 
fortress of patriotic manhood, and those gathered there 
in the idols of our worship.

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THE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL 
. Action Not Likely at This Session. 

Secretary.of War Baker and Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Chief of Staff, U.S.A.:, appeared before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs on Jan. 16 to present the 
Army Reorganization bill to the members:and explain 
its provisions. The bill, which as has been previously ex- 
plained in our columns, is an emergency measure to carry 
the Military Establishment over the period hetween the 
signing of peace and the adoption of a permanent mili- 
tary policy. It presented so many important features for 
debate that Chairman Dent, of the committee, gave the 
opinion that the bill could not be passed at the present 
session of Congress. 

Oné of the provisions of the bill likely to cause op- 
position is that making permanent the powers of the 
General Staff as now exercised by it under. the emergency 
authority of the President. It was plain from the dis- 
cussion among the members that the absence of any pro- 
vision for universal military training in the bill would 
also cause much discussion. The result was that at the 
conclusion of the hearing, Chairman Dent suggested that 
the essential features of the bill be embodied in a 
“rider” to the Army Appropriation bill for the fiscal 
year 1920. General March then offered to write a pro- 
vision such as suggested by Mr. Dent. 


Secretary Baker’s Statement. 

In presenting the bill Mr. Baker said: “It will be 
necessary at the present time to have some legislation 
on the subject of the Regular Army. All the men in the 
Regular Army, except a very limited number, are under 
contracts of enlistment which, are coterminous and which 
expire four months after the declaration of peace. The 
effect is that all enlistments of men in the Regular Army, 
in the National Guard and in the National Army are of 
the same length and uniform, so that if no legislation 
took place four months after the declaration of peace 
all of these enlistments or contracts will be predicated 
and there would be no Regular Army. 

“The status of the Army at the time the armistice 
was signed was about 3,700,000 men with a little over 
2,000,000 in Europe. The present problem of the War 
Department is to demobilize those men as quickly as 
possible, and, so far as the appropriation law is con- 
cerned, to provide pay that will eover the gradual de- 
mobilization of these men and to provide the necessary 
allowance, etc. The estimates we submitted were the 
best that could be done. Our estimates are purely of a 
speculative character, depending upon the action of the 
treaty of peace. When the bill came up for an Army 
of 500,000 men, the first question was whether we should 
undertake to make any change in the existing law in 
regard to the former organization of the Army. It 
seemed to us wise to organize that Army on the basis 
which has shown to be an effective organization, such 
as the Army which participated in this war. The bill 
as drawn stabilizes the War Department organization 
as it now is instead of going back to where we were 
when the war started, and we are taking advantage of 
war experiences and are stabilizing the existing organ- 
ization.” 

No Provision for Universal Training. 

In reply to the question by Mr. Shallenberger, of the 
committee, as to universal service, Secretary Baker 
said: “The question of universal service or training is 
not dealt with in the bill. If, after the adoption of 
this bill. it should be decided that some form of train- 
ing would be desirable and the machinery provided would 
be practically adequate to operate with, the plan can be 
changed by Congress at any time. 

“This bill was drawn to provide tables of organiza- 
tion for an Army of 500,000 men on the basis which our 
European experience has shown was a practical or- 
ganization. 

“The bill abolishes a separate bureau of the War De- 
partment—the Inspector General’s Department. There 
is another change in the bill as to the question of de- 
tails, that is details of the bureaus and the question of 
selection of officers for promotion. The bill undertakes 
to provide for promotion by selection rather than by 
seniority. Outside of those features in a general way 
the measure simply provides for the tables of organiza- 
tion necessary for an Army of 500,000 men.” 

“Reverting again to the.question of the adoption of 
universa! military training I might say, since I have 
been Secretary of War the department has not been pre- 
pared to express any opinion on the subject. So far as 
I know the General Staff has always been in favor of 
universal training. Indeed, I might say, there is a very 
strong sentiment among the officers of the Army for uni- 
versal training. I have felt there are no political compli- 
cautions in the questions presented; the Army, so far as 
I know, has no political relations of any sort _and the 
problem is purely one of national expediency. I have 
not made any recommendations to Congress on univer- 
sal service. The General Staff has studied several plans 
and these plans are still on my desk. I have not ap- 
proved them. Nor is it my intention to recommend any 
at the present time, and certainly not until. after the 
peace conference has concluded its labors. The question 
of universal training has nothing to do with this bill 
and, even if the General Staff should furnish plans and 
I approve them, it would riot alter a line in this bill. 
Indeed, I would rather not furnish any plan looking to 
universal training at this time.” 

In regard to organizing the National Guard men into 
a substantial military force Secretary Baker said: “It 
is my intention to carry out the provisions of the Hay- 
Chamberlain bill.” 


Centering Power in General Staff. 
Representative Anthony asked: “As I understand it,

Secretary Baker: “Yes, sir.” 

Representative Anthony: “The General Staff was in- 
tended to be an-advisory body to the Secretary of War 
and to Congress, perhaps?” 

Secretary Baker: “Yes, sir.” 

Representative Anthony: “Now you make it an ad- 
ministrative body as well as amtadvisory board?” 

Secretary Baker: “Yes, sir.” 

Representative Anthony: “What effect will that haye 
on The Adjutant General’s Office?” . 

Secretary Baker: “That office will become subordi- 
Date in the Military Establishment to the General Staff.” 

As to the possibilities of obtaining an Army of 
500,000 men, Secretary Baker said he believed these men 
will be obtained from the present Army. 


Gencral March Eaplains Important Features. 


Gen. Peyton ©. March, Chief of Staff, appeared be- 
re the committee to explain the important features of 
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the proposed bill. He stated that a working basis had 
been written in the bill so as to provide for five Army 
corps, consisting of twenty divisions, with necessary 
brigades, regiments, etc., along down the line, following 
out, so far as practicable, the organization of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Force. General March said: 

“The provisions of the National Defense Act of June 
1916, were followed in the general form of this pro; 
legislation and in fixing the strength 
480,000 men. The actual strength which you will ap- 
propriate for is 509,909. That includes everything, the 
Medical Corps, Philippine Scouts, unassigned recruits, 
etc.” He added that the intention was to place the pay 
just as it stands, and that should Congress desire to con- 
tinue the war pay it would aid very materially in re- 
cruiting for the new Army and bring into it a great 
many of the men who had gained invaluable experiences 
as soldiers in the war. 

General March took up* each section of the bill and 
explained the purposes of each provision. Among other 
statements he. said,-as to Chemical Warfare Service, 
the Department is not in favor of using poisonous gases, 
but to make provisions to keep up the study of these 
gases and the perfection of gas masks to meet what any 
other nation may do. Civilized nations, he said, should 
discontinue the use of poisonous gases. He spoke very 
highly of the Transportation Corps and the Motor Trans- 
port Corps, the latter developed, he said, entirely be- 
fore the United States entered the war. The Air Ser- 
‘vice, he pointed out, is separated wholly from the Signal 
Corps. The Tank Corps, he said, was extremely valua- 
ble and had saved many men in its operations on the 
front. 

In endorsing the principle of promotion by selection, 
it was brought out that 978 officers have applied for 
duty in the Field Artillery. General March said: 
“These experienced officers are a great military asset and 
legislation should be enacted to allow them to ¢ome 
into the permanent establishment. The age limit for 
taking in officers is fixed at forty years. It will be a 
great mistake if legislation is not enacted to provide for 
taking in this class of officers.” ' 

In conclusion General March said: “We have re- 
turned to the United States 104,000 men for discharge. 
There is no rule by which the troops are to be returned. 
That is left entirely to General Pershing. We can dis- 
charge 1,000 men a day per camp.” 





TEXT OF REORGANIZATION BILL. 

Following is the proposed bill in full, in slightly eon- 
densed form: 

Composition of the Army. 

Be it enacted, etc. That the Regular Army of the U.S. shall 
consist of General Officers of Line, General Staff Corps, Adju- 
tant General's Department, Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment, Quartermaster Corps, Finance Department, Transportation 
Corps, Motor Transport Corps,~Medical Department, which shal! 
consist of Medical Corps, Dental Corps and Veterinary Corps; 


Corps of Engineers, Ordnance Department, Signal Corps, Air ° 


Service, Tank Corps, chaplains, band leaders, Bureau of In- 
sular Affairs, Militia Bureau, detached officers, professors and 
cadets of U.S. Military Academy, detachments for schools and 
disciplinary barracks, the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, 
Coast Artillery Corps, staffs of certain commanding generals, 
and Officers’ Reserve Corps, unassigned recruits and officers:and 
enlisted men of retired list. From and within these several 
branches the President shall form such military organizations 
and such territorial field or tactical units or organiza.jons as 
he may deem necessary, all organized as he may prescribe. 
The Regular Army shall remain as at present constituted until 


the President, under a»*hority of this Act, shall direct other-~ 


wise. He shall merge, as expeditiously as possible after ap- 
proval of this Act, all now existing departments, bureaus and 
offices of War Department into o——— herein prescrised 
or authorized; and shall have authority to make such disiribu- 
tion or redistribution of the duties, powers, functions, records, 
property and personnel of such previously existing departments, 
bureaus and offices as he*may deem necessary for the efficiency 
of the military Service, and authority to prescribe duties, pow- 
ers and functions of officers of the Service, units and organiza- 
tions herein authorized or prescribed. 

Sec. 2. General Officers of the Line. There shall be in line of 
Army 6 lieutenart generals, 32 major generals and 87 brigadier 
generals. The general officers of the line authorized for the 
various branches of the Service shall be included in these num- 
bers, and assignment of general officers to any branch, corps 
or department shall not create vacancies among general officers 
of line. 

The Chief of Coast Artillery, officers on active list who have 
held rank of general officer by detail as chief of staff corps or 
bureaus, and general officers of the Staff, except those of Medical 
Department,. shall, on passage of this act, recommissioned 
as general officers of the line in grades and with the dates of 
rank now held by them or heretofore held by them as head of 
a staff corps or bureau. In time of peace general officers of 
the line shall be appointed from the next lower grade of the line 
in the Regular Army. 

Sec. 3. The General Staff’ Corps. The General Staff Corps 
shall consist. of 1 Chief of Staff, detailed by President from 
among general officers of line, who, while so detailed, shall 
have rank, pay and allowances of a General and shall take 
rank and precedence over all other officers of the Army; 5 as- 
sistants, detailed from among general officers of line; 5 briga- 
dier generals, 41 colonels, 73 lieutenant colonels, 89 majors, 
17 captains, all detailed from corresponding grades in. Army as 
hereinafter provided; 42 regimental sergeants major, 63 bat- 
talion sergeants major, 63 sergeants, 21 corporals and 189 
privates, first class. All details in Gen. Staff Corps -shall be 
for four years, unless sooner relieved. While so serving officers 
may be temporarily assigned to duty with any branch of Army; 
npon being relieved from G.S.C. shall return to branch of Army 
in which they hold permanent commissions; no officer eligible 
for further detail in G.S.C, until he shall have served two years 
with branch in which commissioned, except in time of actual 
or threatened hostilities. Sec. 27, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, shall 
apply to each position vacated by officers below grade of General 
officer detailed in Gen, Staff Corps. 

In time of peace no officer shall be detailed as a member 
of Gen. Staff Corps, other than Chief of Staff and General offi- 
cers provided for as assistants, except upon recommendation of 
a board of 5 officers not below colonel, selected by President or 
Secretary of War; not more than two to be members of Gen. 
Staff Corps. No detail of an officer as a member of the G.S.C. 
shall be made more than one year after the making of such 
recommendation or at any time after the convening of another 
such board, unless again recommended by new board. 

If any officer detailed in G.S.C., or in any staff corps or de- 
partment, shall be promoted to. next higher. grade while so 
serving, he may serve out period of his detail, not exceeding 
four years; his temporary organization and grade to which 
promoted shall be inereased by one for such time as he shall 
be an additional number; but whole number detailed to said 
organization shall at no time exceed aggregate allowed to the 
several grades thereof by law other than this provision, 


Powers of the Chief of Staff. 

The Chief of Staff, under direction of President, or of 
Secretary of War, shall have supervision of all agencies and 
functions of the Military Establishment, and shall perform such 
other military duties, not otherwise assigned by law, as may 
be assigned to him by the President. Chief of Staff shall 
be the immediate advisor of preg Ay all matters relating 
to Military Establishment, and shall charged bg the Secre- 
tary with planning, development and execution of Army pro- 
gram. Chief of Staff, by authority of and in name of Secre- 
tary, shall issne such orders as will insure that policies of 
War Department are harmoniously executed by the several corps, 
bureaus and other agencies of Military Establishment, and 
that the Army program is carried out speedily and efficiently.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS... ; 

Col. Robert N. Getty, Inf., U.S.A., who has been on 
duty at Camp Gordon,’ Ga., was retiréd for age on ‘Jan. 
17, 1919. He was borp in New York on Jan. 17, 1855, 
and‘is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., when he was assigned 
to the 22d Infantry. He was an officer of the 22d until 
Jan. 23, 1899, when he was transferred to the 1st Infan- 
try. He. was promoted major in July, 1901, lieutenant 
colonel, 7th Infantry, Oct. 1, 1907, and colonel of Infan- 
try June 1, 1911: He was assigned to the 27th Infantry 
in November, 1911, and was later unassigned.

He was blessed with a most genial 
and kindly disposition, and with a modesty an®simplicity 
of character that habitually veiled the extraordinary ac- 
complishments and acquirements of the man. Wherever 
he served were steadfast friends, who now feel that they 
and the Service at large have, by his untimely death, suf- 
fered a loss which cannot be repaired.” 

The remains of Col. George S. Young, U.S.A., retired, 
who died on Jan. 5, 1919, at Vancouver Barracks, Wash., 
after forty-four years’ service, as noted in our issue of 
Jan. 11, page 678, were buried with military honors at 
Vancouver Barracks Cemetery, Jan. 7. In an official 
order announcing the death of Colonel Young, Adj. Gen. 
@harles F. Beebee, of the Oregon National Guard, said: 
“Tt is with a feeling of profound sorrow that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief announces the death of Col. George S. 
Young, U.S.Army, serving under detail from the War 
Department as inspector-instructor with the National 
Guard of Oregon, who passed away at Vancouver Bar- 
racks, following a brief period of illness,.on Sunday 
evening, Jan. 5, 1919. Deeply sensible of the honor con- 
ferred upon the state by the detail of this distinguished 
officer in the important capacity herein described, and 
greatly deploring the loss of his experienced and valuable 
service, it is hereby ordered as a tribute of grateful and 
affectionate respect to his memory that flags on all armo- 
Ties throughout the state be displayed at half-staff upon 
receipt of*this order, and so remain’ until after the fu- 
neral. Officers of the Oregon National Guard and Ore- 
gon Military Police Corps are directed to assemble at 
these headquarters on Jan. 7 at 1:45 p.m.- sharp for 
the purpose of proceeding to Vancouver Barracks to 
attend the-funeral.” . 

Lieut. Col. Carl E. Holmberg, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
commanding U.S. General Hospital No. 20, at Whipple 
Barracks, Ariz., died there Jan. 1, 1919. Colonel Holm- 
berg was born in Sweden, Aug. 17; 1879, and’ was ap- 
pointed a first lieutenant, Medical Reserve Corps, U.S.A., 
Sept. 1, 1909. He entered the Medical Corps of the per- 
manent establishment May 3, 1910, as a first liutenant. 
He was a most highly esteemed officer. Funeral services 
were held at Whipple Barracks, on Jan. 5, in the pres- 
ence of all the officers, nurses and men of the command. 
The services were in charge of Lieut. R. BP. Ziegler, cha 
lain, U.S.A., who made a most appropriate address, in 
which he paid tribute to the deceased as a fine officer and 
gentleman, a learned and conscientious doWyr; and a 
Christian man. Chaplain Ziegler also said in *ie course 
of his remarks: “He was an ardent supporter of the 
Y.M.C.A. work among soldiers, and believed in the im- 
portance of the Gospel in the Army. From the very’ be- 
ginning of the chaplain’s work here no officer gave it 
heartier support. No commanding officer could possibly 
have been more sympathetic. He felt that an officer is 
directly responsible for everything that affects the wel- 
fare of his men. He was a real shepherd of the sheep. 
He embodied the best traditions of the Service. Of such 
as he is the glory of the United States Army. His body 
will be laid to rest in his native state of Michigan, but 
his heart will be buried. at,Whipple here. The hospital 
of which he was the first commanding officer will be his 
memorial.” - 

Major Lester Earl Moreton, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
died at West Point, N.Y., Jan. 8, 1919.- In announcing 
the death, Col. Samuel E. Tillman; superintendent of the 
U.S.M.A., in G.O. 4, said: “The Superintendent has to 
make to the officers amd eadets ofthe Umited States Mili- 
tary Academy the sorrowful announcem of the death 
at 7:58 a.m. to-day. of Major Lester Earl Moreton, Coast 
Artillery Corps. “Major Moreton was graduated from the 
~.Academy June 12, 1914, and appointed seeond lieutenant, 
Coast Artillery Corps. He served with his branch of the 
Service in command. of the 168th Company, C.A.C., and 
64th Company, C.A.C., 1914 to 1916. Promoted first 
lieutenant July 1, 1916..-.In command of company at 
civilian training camp, Western Department, 1916. In- 
structor artillery firing Cal.: N.G., 1916.. In command 
of 64th Company, C,A.C., and 29th Company, C.A.C., 
1916 to 1917. Two. letters of commendation from office 
of Chief of Coast Artillery Corps relative to excellence 
in target practice of 64th Company, ©.A:C., in 1914. On 
duty at the U.S. Military Academy .March 9, 1917, as 
instructor in the department of English and history. In- 
etructor in firing at training camp for resetve officers at 
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Fort Monroe; Va.,.June 15 to Aug. 15, 1917;.returned 
the latter date to the Academy. Captain O.A.C.. Aug.-5, 
1917.... Assistant professor of -English .Aug. . 23, 1918. 
Additional, duty during the spring and summer. seasons 
1918 with the Corps of Cadets... Major Sept. 10, 1918. 
Major. Moreton as a cadet applied himself to his duties 
diligently and excelled in conduct. Tese qualities were 
a conspicuous part of his make-up; they were.evident to 
his superiors and were duly appreciated. In his death 
the country, the Army and the Military Academy have 
lost’a faithful ‘and loyal servant. His faniily lost a 
worthy husband ‘and father, and sincere sympathy is 
extended to them.” 5 

Major Henry ©. Everdell, formerly of the 23d N.G. 
N.Y., whose father, the late William C. Everdell, was 
the first colonel of the 23d, died of heart disease at No. 
312 Washington avenue, Brooklyn, N.Y., Jan. 11, 1919. 
He was a lifelong resident of Brooklyn and at one time 
was captain of Company A of the 23d. He was a mem- 
ber of the veteran association of the company as well as 
of the regiment. He leaves his wife. 

Lieut. Comdr. John Moore Kates, U.S.N., who died at 
Annapolis, Md., Jan. 8, 1919, as briefly noted in our issue 
of Jan. 10, was graduated from the U.S.N.A. in 1913, 
and was assigned to duty on the U.S.S. Utah. While 
attached to this vessel he served with the second regiment 
landing forces at Vera Cruz, Mexico, in 1914. Shortly 
after he was ordered to duty on the Asiatic station. 
During this tour he took a leave to return to the United 
States to marry Miss Sadie Thompson of Vinita, Okla. 
During the present war he served as navigator of the 
Cincinnati in the South Atlantic. From that ship he 
went to the Naval Academy, where he has been serving 
in the Department of Navigation at the Naval Academy 
until his death. The deceased leaves the following rela- 
tives: Mrs. J. M. Kates, his wife, of Vinta, Okla., and 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Kates, two brothers of Claremore, 
Okla. Services were held in the Naval Academy chapel, 
at which Chaplain Evans officiated. The pall bearers 
were Commanders Blackburn and Clarke, Lieutenant 
Commanders Brown and Jupp; Lieutenants Timberlake, 
Conger and Parmelee, and Instructor Gaver. The body 
was shipped to his home for interment. 

Capt. Howard E. Ames, medical director, U.S.N., re- 
tired, died after a short illness at the naval hospital, 
Washington, D.C., Dec. 27, 1918. He entered the Navy 
in 1875, after receiving his education in this country 
at Cornell University and University of Maryland Medi- 
cal College. He had a varied and jnteresting career in 
the Service and served at many of the shore stations and 
in most of the squadrons. He was.a member of the 
Greeley Relief Expedition, serving on the U.S.S. Bear, 
this being only one of the many duties in which he 
figured. He was one of the first sent to Kingston at 
the time of the earthquake, and worked hard for the 
relief of the sufferers. While in command of the Chelsea 
Hospital, during that city’s great fire, he rendered great 
aid. By a strange coincidence he died on the reserva- 
tion which he had fought for so hard and won for the 
Medical Corps of the Service, when other departments 
were trying to get possession of the, then, old Naval Ob- 
servatory. He was_a member of the Cosmos and Cor- 
nell Clubs, of the Biological and American Wars So- 
cieties, and one of the first members of the Army and 
Navy Club; also member of the Military Surgeons’ As- 
sociation. 

Word has been received that Capt. John H. Norton, 
U.S.A., who died in France, Nov. 21, 1918, was buried 
with military honors in the cemetery at Hospital 87, 
Toul, France, the same hospital to which he was taken 


when stricken with pneumonia contracted in the course ~ 


of his duty. Captain Norton was the son of Capt. and 
Mrs. Paul J. Norton, of Springfield, Mass. He was grad- 
uated from the U.S.M.A. in 1917, ene year ahead of 
time. Late in the summer of 1918, during the fighting 
in France, he was wounded in tHe left leg by an explod- 
ing shell, but had entirely recovered from his injuries and 
went back to the front to join his regiment, the 47th In- 
fantry. He was promoted to captain and appointed ad- 
jutant of the regiment. Captain Norton was born in 
West Springfield on April 15, 1897. In 1914 he took the 
examination for: West Point and was appointed to the 
Academy. His father, Capt. Paul Norton, then adjutant 
of the 104th Regiment, was in France, but it was not 
until late in 1918 that father and son met in France. 
Besides his parents, Captain Norton leaves one brother, 
Lieut. Howard Norton, U.S.A., who earned his commis- 
sion at Plattsburg. 

Among the several tributes from the commanding offi- 
cers of the late Lieut. Chaplin Eppes Evans, U.S.N., re- 
ceived by his family is the following: “I was fortunate 
indeed while in command of the to have Chaplin 
with me. Without.exception he was just about the most 
efficient, lovable man, or young man, I have seen in the 
Service. ° During all the anxious hours while at sea in 
the war zone, in submarine areas, in heavy fog or run- 
ning at high speed on dark nights without lights, I felt 
more comfortable, more secure with Chaplin on the 
bridge than frequently with much older and more experi- 
enced officers. In several instances, which I recall vividly, 
he ‘averted collisions, with probable loss of life and even 
ship, by his efficient and instantaneous action. His 
modesty, cheerfulness and strength of character en- 
deared -him to all and made him the most wonderful 
shipmate and messmate a man could have. If. I could 
have been fortunate in being able to choose my officers 
on this vessel, when he. was commissioned, Chaplin 
would have been the first officer asked for. I think I 
can easily realize the blow his death has brought to you, 
and I must admit, when I think of him, a pang goes 
through my heart which forces me to realize the loss of.a 
friend, a comrade, a shipmate, and one of the most yalua- 
ble and promising young officers the Navy has ever. had.”

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DEATH OF LIEUT. CHARLES BRADEN, U.S.A. 


Every graduate of the U.S. Military Academy will 
learn with profound sorrow. and regret of the death of 
Lieut. Charles Braden, U.S.A., retired, which took place 
on Jan. 15, 1919, at his home in Highland Falls, N.Y. 
Lieutenant Braden was born in: Michigan, Nov. 23, 1847, 
and entered the Military Academy in 1865, appointed 
from Michigan. He was graduated in June, 1865, and 


assigned as second lieutenant to the 7th Cavalry. His 
first year and a half service was on frontier duty in 
Kansas and Colorado; then he had one and. one-half 
years of disagreeable garrison duty in South Carolina 
and Louifiana. In 1873 he returned to frontier duty, 
was in the Yellowstone expedition in the fall of that 
year, and was severely wounded in the action of Big 
Horn River on Aug. 11, 1873. In his official report of 
that action General Custer says: 

A mounted party of nearly 200 Sioux warriors rode boldly 
to within thirty yards of Lieutenant Braden’s position, when 
the latter and his command delivered such a well directed fire 
that the Indians were driven rapidly from that part. of the 
field after suffering considerable loss, Unfortunately Lieu- 
tenant Braden received a rifle ball through the upper part of 
the thigh, passing directly through the bone, but he main- 
tained his position with great gallantry and coolness until he 
had repulsed the enemy. 

Notwithstanding this severe wound he survived a long 
and terrible journey of 180 miles to the nearest post, 
being carried upon an improvised stretcher supported at 
one end by mules with the other dragging upon the 
ground, Indian fashion. Braden was never back on 
active duty after this severe wound except for two 
months in 1876, and he was placed on the retired 
list in June, 1878, for “disability from wounds received 
in battle.” . He was recommended by his troop com- 
mander for “Medal of Honor” for services in the Yel- 
lowstone expedition of 1873, and was entitled to an In- 
dian Campaign Medal, and to membership in the Society 
of Indian Wars. 

Almost continuously since his retirement Lieutenant 
Braden has very successfully conducted private schools, 
his National ‘Preparatory Academy at Cornwall and 
Highland Falls, N.Y., being best known. With the ex- 
ception of a few years since 1878 Lieutenant Bra- 
den has lived at West Point or in the immediate vicin- 
ity. His interest in the Military Academy and the As- 
sociation of Graduates of the U.S.M.A. and his service 
thereto have always been such that he has been consid- 
ered and received the consideration of an officer of the 
Academy. The following resolution, adopted at the last 
meeting of the Association of Graduates, shows in out- 
line what his services to the association have been and 
how highly appreciated : 

Whereas Lieut. Charles Braden, U.S. Army, retired, who for 
thirty-one years has been secretary of the Association of 
Graduates, U.S. Military Academy, has been obliged to resign 
his office because of illness resulting from wounds received in 
the service of his country; and 

Whereas during that period he gave the Association most 
devoted service in- perfecting and preserving the records of the 
graduates in his reports of the annual reunion, thus furnishing 
valuable material for the decennial publications of Cullum’s 
mead which would otherwise have been very incomplete;

Whereas he not only collaborated with General Cullum and 
Dr. Holden in the preparation of Volumes I., II, III, and IV.

THE GOLD AND SILVER CHEVRONS. 


We continue to receive many letters, chiefly in protest, 
as to the wearing of the silver chevron for home service. 
The chief points of objection have been given in corre- 
spondence already published, but we give here extracts 
in further comment. 

From a captain, U.S.A, retired: “No.order issued by 
the War Department. for many years has caused the 
bitterness that the ‘white chevron’ order has caused. 
Sixty per cent. of the officers of the Regular Army are 
reported to be in the class to wear this mark of 
ignominy. It has been the misfortune of many cour- 
ageous and efficient officers and men not to reach the 
front. Those who make the military profession their 
life’s work and those who are to return to civil life feel 
very keenly the criticism that has been heaped upon 
this class of officers—and to some extent the enlisted 
men. And rightly or not they feel that they are dis- 
criminated against for having performed a patriotic 
service in a manner required of them and which they 
were powerless to alter. They feel that the most pointed 
step taken against them has been inaugurated by the 
War Department in requiring them to wear white chey- 
rons. There have beea many fine, big things done in 
Washington during the war. Some mistakes have been 
made. The white chevron order was one of these. 
A half gold chevron for each six months’ service would 
be a suitable mark for those who merely served.” 

From a lieutenant of Infantry: “The machinery of 
war is inexorable. It claimed its own, placing each 
where his services were most required. Fortunate in- 
deed were those left free to fight. It is far easier to 
sacrifice one’s flesh and blood than it is to battle with 
the contumelious thoughts of an unkind public, which 
often judges without thought and condemns without pity. 
It is a just reward that the men who faced death in 
France should be authorized to wear the gold chevron 
as a badge of distinguished service. But what of’ those 
who waited in the training camps of southern France 
and England and heard not even the echo of a shell? 
Are they, too, entitled to the gold chevron? Certainly. 
But is their claim to it greater than the claim of their 
brothers in arms at home, who toiled through the long, 
weary months? I mean, for. instance, the instructors 
in the training schools, all because of some special fit- 
ness held that their knowledge of men and their ability 
to teach men might meet the ever-increasing need for 
leaders on the line. What of those who fought’ disease 
—and conquered it? Of those who were caught in the 
quicksands of the depot brigades? Of those who fought 
the Hun himself over here, the men of the counter- 
espionage system? What of those.who controlled the 
flow of supplies and equipment, without which nothing 
could have been accomplished on the other side? The 
Secretary of War has disposed of the issue with the 
quiet statement that the wearing of it is an order and 
as such will be obeyed. However, constructive criticism 
of that badge of disappointment was never our preroga- 
tive, otherwise it would not have been. But the Amer- 
ican soldier will not forget his duty nor attempt to evade 
it. Mr. Baker’s final decision in the matter is law. 
We do not begrudge the gold chevron of our more fortu- 
nate comrades in the Expeditionary Force.” 

From a lieutenant colonel, Medical Corps: “I would 
like to suggest that in lieu of the glaring silver chevron 
as a mark of our misfortune, we be permitted to wear 
a campaign ribbon in the usual position and preferably 
of a sombre hue. Those fortunate enough to have seen 
service on the European battle front should, in addi- 
tion, be awarded an extra campaign ribbon. This would 
be in conformity with our previous method of recogniz- 
ing service, it would avoid the ambiguity of wearing 
some campaign ribbons on the left chest and some on 
the left arm, it is more dignified and less conspicuous 
than the chevron.” 

From a captain, U.S.A.: “A very malignant epidemie 
has attacked our armed forces, believed to have had its 
origin in the War Departinent. It has assumed four 
distinct stages—the sky blue, gold, silver and red. It 
would seem the proper name for this disease should be 
Chevronitis. Upon crossing the three-mile limit all 
American soldiers are immediately attacked by the sky 
blue form, the leading symptom being the appearance of 
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a V-shaped blue streak on the right sleeve. In six 
months the next stage takes effect, the blue streak im- 
mediately changing to gold; every six months thereafter 
another streak of gold appears. When chevronitis first 
made its appearance, it was thought that it would only 


~ attack those men actually busy separating the Boches 


from their well being and earthly careers—but it was not 
to be; it made no such distinctions. A prominent symp- 
tom is the effect it has had on the minds of many -vic- 
tims, causing them to affect n supercilious attitude to- 
ward those gallant men whose unusual military and 
executive abilities’ kept them on this side. Recently 
the third or silver form of chevronitis has appeared, 
successfully confined to the men that were too good for 
overseas duty. The fourth or red form will eventually 
spread over all soldiers honorably discharged, both the 
home staying ones and the sufferers from blue and gold 
types. Suggestions for a cure: The gold form for 
wounds to remain as is, but to include those wounded 
in other wars of the nation, serving in the late war. 
The sky blue to be entirely eliminated. The gold to 
affect all who have served honorably, during this or 
any other war; one streak of V-shaped gold for cach 
six months. For those that have been in actual com- 
bat, involving the wounding or death of men in their 
unit, one gold bar about two inches long, placed under 
the point of the lowermost chevron.” 

From a captain of Field Artillery: “The regulation 
that the silver chevron will not be worn by those re- 
quired to wear either the gold or blue war service chey- 
ron, amounts to discrimination against the members of 
the Service who have seen service both in and out of 
the theater of operations. Does it not seem reasonable 
and just that the soldier who has served six or twelve 
months during the present war on this side of the At- 
lantic, and has also seen service in France, is entitled 
to wear the chevrons that denote such service, as well 
as that showing his service in France? Particularly 
the officers and men, who, after training one or more 
units in the U.S.A. then went over with their organiza- 
tions, and after varied terms of service in France were 
sent back as instruetors to train more men in the U.S.; 
does it not seem that these men are as much entitled to 
wear the silver chevron along with the gold or blue, as 
the man who served only in the U.S. The silver and 
gold chevrons show a different kind of service, and as 
such do not conflict. This could be easily adjusted by 
permitting men with both U.S. and overseas service to 
wear both chevrons.” 

From a licutenant colonel, Coast Artillery: “Under 
conditions of low visibility, some of the victims (of the 
silver chevron) might escape the unpleasant attentions 


of the public which has been so carefully “trained to 
jeer the ‘home guard.’ Accordingly, it is suggested that 
those officers now required to wear silver chevrons be 
further required to wear by night a corresponding num 
ber of green lanterns suspended in a vertical line, and 
in thick weather to sound a similar number of pro- 
longed blasts on a siren at intervals not, greater than 
two minutes. This will further the evident purposes of 


the present order and insure that one home guard may 
know another in the dark as im the light.” 

From a correspondent who hails from “Silver City”: 
“Quite a number of our comrades in arms are unduly 
perturbed over the prospect of wearing dinky little silver 
chevrons.- Actual tests under ‘service conditions’ have 
demonstrated that the following song will cheer the heart 
of any despondent ‘Silver Chevronite’: 

The Song of the Silver Chevron. 
(Tune: “Round her neck she wears a yellow ribbon.”) 
On his sleeve he wears a silver chevron; 
He wears it in the night-time, wears it in the day. 
And if you ask him why the decoration, 
He will say it’s for his service in the U.S.A, 
Chorus: U S.A., U.S.A.! U.S.4., U.S.A.! 

While he was sleeping home and drawing pay, 

On his sleeve he wears a silver chevron, 

He wears it for his service in the U.S.A. 

From a colonel of Engineers: “Fine words were pub- 
lished about those who did not get across to France, 
but from the way they are forced to do something which, 
to say the least, they dislike, doesn’t it make the praise 
sound hollow? For whose benefit or pleasure are the 
chevron forced on us? Certainly not for the wearers. 
The orler shows & lack of knowledge of the psychology 
of those who have to obey, which is akin to that which 
the Germans so often have shown. Surely if this ad- 
ministration does not rescind the compulsory part of 
the chevron order the next one will, because it is un- 
American to say the least.” 

From a captain of Engineers: “In the words of our 
President to the poor stay-at-homes: “heir contribution 
to military success is no less than that of these who 
have had opportunity for service at the front. ag 
Without them the troops abroad could have accomplished 
nothing.’ Do these words mean anything? Onaof the 

@2rguments for the draft act was that it was superior to 
and more efficient than the volunteer system. Then why 
is it a disgrace, or, at least, not so honorable to be 
drafted? If ‘the country holds in general appreciation 
the fundamental services they (the stay-at-homes—the 
drafted men) have rendered in winning the war’ then 
let us not differentiate in any way between home or for- 
eign service in general—drafted man or volunteer. Let's 
eliminate gold and silver stripes or stars, on the left 
arm. All honor to those who have any decoration on 
the right arm or breast!”

CANTONMENT INSTRUCTION COURSES. 

Courses of instfuction for enlisted men in subjects out- 
side of the usual military topics were begun at several 
cantonments during the past week by way of preparing 
soldiers to return to civil life.’ The plans for instruc- 
tion at Camp Devens include classes in English, ac- 
counting, stenography, typewriting and business meth- 
ods, agriculture, mathematics, French and Spanish, and 
3,300 men had enrolled for the classes by Jan. 13. At 
the suggestion of Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, com- 
manding officer at Camp Devens, Col. Max C. Tyler, U. 
§.A., made a study of the possibilities of the camp facil- 
ities for teaching men to gain a knowledge of such trades 
as horseshoeing, carpentry, wagon making, painting, 
blacksmithing and drafting. With the facilities at the 
camp in these lines Colonel Tyler reported that a six- 
weeks’ course could be inaugurated that would at least 
fit men to be helpers at those trades. The educational 
authorities of Massachusetts are keenly interested in 
the plan and are giving General McCain all the aid in 
their power. 

Under the direction of Major Harry L. Twaddle, U. 
§.A., a trade school for instructing soldiers crippled in 
action has been organized at Camp Dix ‘in connection 
with the Overseas Convalescent Center. The school will 
be in the nature of an experiment in reconstruction 
work for convalescent men, its aim being to provide the 
‘ wounded and crippled with new occupations if war has 

unfitted them for their former work. The Army will 
furnish most of-the teachers with some aid from the Y. 
M.C.A., and_the courses include stenography, typewrit- 
ing, automobile repairing, shoe repairing, tailoring, 
printing, telegraphy and wireless. Convalescents from 
overseas are the students attending a similar school 
opened at Camp Upton on Jan. 14. The courses at Up- 
ton irclude motion picture operating, typewriting, busi- 
ness Kinglish and commercial methods. Later they will 
include shop work similar to that taught at the other 
eantonments. 
MEDICAL TALKS FOR ENLISTED MEN. 

Every man mustered out of the U.S. Army will carry 
with him knowledge of how to preserve public and per- 
sonal health. The office of the Surgeon General of the 
Army has prepared a series of talks which will be given 
by specially selected medical officers to all the men be- 
fore they are mustered out. These will teach the proper 
care of the body, how to protect against communicable 
diseases, the value of inoculation against disease, pre- 
vention of epidemics, general sanitation as applied to 
civil communities and other stibjects relating to health.

on. : 

There are three of these talks. The first deals with 
the general question of sanitary measures. In this the 
importance of cleanliness of body and surroundings, the 
danger of over-crowding, of direct contact with com- 
municable diseases, of insufficient ventilation and un- 
necessary exposure during the period of temporary im- 
paired vitality are emphasized, and the proper correc- 
tive measures are made clear. The men will then be 
instructed on the advantages of inoculation against such 
diseases as typhoid and smallpox, and, in the case of 
men coming from the South, on the recognized treat- 
ment for the elimination of the hook-worm, and the de- 
sirability of medical attention in cases of chronic ma- 
laria. This same talk will explain the methods of waste 
prevention and simple ways of preventing and-destroy- 
ing flies and mosquitoes which are .recognized disease 
carriers, The second talk deals with the subject of per- 
sonal hygiene and emphasis is placed on the value of 
eating in moderation and at regular hours, and some 
elementary facts about the benefits of various foods are 
explained. This talk also explains the value of regular 
sleep and exercise, and pays special attention to the 
care of the teeth and personal cleanliness. The value 


of inoculation and prophylaxis is pointed out. The third_ 


talk deals with general sanitary measures from a com- 
munity standpoint, and the value of preper drainage and 
sanitation in. and about the house against the spread of 
various diseases strongly emphasized.

DELAY IN DISCHARGING ENLISTED MEN. 


In Circular No. 77, issued by the War Department 
on Nov. 21, 1918, the discharge of enlisted men from the 
Army for the relief of their families or for urgent need 
in industrial work was ordered. The discharges under 
this order have evidently been too slow and have eaused 
a wave of protests to descend upon the War Depart- 
ment, these facts causing the issue of Circular No. 6, 


dated Jan. 6, 1919, as follows: 

1. Applications for immediate digtharge under the provisions 
of Cir. 77, War D., 1918, will be acted upon as expeditiously 
as possibla and the applicants will be informed without &n- 
necessary delay of the action taken. Deserving cases should 
be investigated and where the applicants have not correctly 
or fully stated their reasons for asking immediate discharge, 
officers should render such assistance as may be necessary to 
correct them so that the applications may. be. properly pre- 
sented and acted upon. m 

2. Cir, 77, War D., 1918, was issued to relieve domestic 
distress and to release men whose individual services are 
shown to be urgently needed and indispensable to an in- 
dustry or occupation. In passing on applications under the 
latter head, the test to be applied is not the existence of a 
general shortage cf labor im any trade or business, but the 
value to @ given employer or. business of the particular in- 
dividual concerned, and the impracticability of securing a 
substitute. It will be found that nearly all cases properly 
coming under this head are cases of resumption of a former 
position in which an individual has been specially trained. 

3, All applications for discharge under the provisions of 
Cir. 77 will receive careful and conscientious consideration 
and prompt action.

PNEUMONIA VACCINE FoR DISCHARGED MEN. 

A pneumonia vaccine which has shown evidence of 
protective value through its voluntary use by military 
persons will be administered to all soldiers who desire 
it before they are discharged, under authority ofa eir- 
cular letter issued on Jan. 10 by Major Gen. Merritte 
W. Ireland, Surgeon General, U.S.A. The laboratory 
’ division of the Army ‘Medical Department is developing 
the use of a lipo-vaccine as a preventive for pneu- 
monia of certain types. It is to extend the expected 
benefits of this preventive measure, and to determine 
its value more exactly and on a broad scale, that its

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POLITICS AND THE DISCHARGED SOLDIER. 
Between the date of the cessation of hostilities, Nov. 
11, 1918,and Jan. 11 there were discharged from the U. 
S. Army 693,889 men, while up to and including Jan. 10 
the number of officers discharged was 47,028. Every 
one of those officers and men went out of the military 
service of the United States without a penny of ad- 
vance pay in his pockets; and every one of those offi- 

cers and men, so far as this particular circumstance was , 
concerned, is a victim of the shabbiest kind of politics, 
politics that seem all the more contemptible in light of 
the fact that the echoes of the houses of Congress re- 
sound these days with lamentations about the conditions 
of “the boys” who are either fighting in Russia, acting 
as a part of the Army of Occupation along the Rhine, 
or awaiting transportation back to the ‘United States in 
France. Every one of those soldiers is assured of food, 
shelter, clothing and pay of a quality and amount equal 
if not superior to the soldiers of any army in the world. 
Yet every one of the 740,917 officers and men who have 
been discharged from the military service of the country 
since the armistice was declared has been treated in a 
manner such as exists in no other army known to us. 
The richest country in the world stands convicted of 
treating its discharged officers and enlisted men with an 
indifference that has no parallel among civilized nations, 
no matter how much financially weaker than is the 
United States. 

- Although the signing of the armistice revealed Ger- 
many so badly beaten a nation that she could no longer 
continue fighting either on land or sea, and this revela- 
tion meant that the greater part of our Army, together 
with the. armies of our Allies, would necessarily be de 
mobilized, Congress paid. not the slightest practical at- 
tention to the question of providing a discharge allow- 
ance for the officers and men of the Army until the 
week ending Dec. 14. During that week three bills were 
introduced into the House and Senate. Mr. Smith’s 
bill (H.R. 13260) provided for a grant of the uniform 
and ninety days’ pay to every soldier, sailor and Marine 
honorably discharged from the Services of the United 
States. Senator Ashurst’s bill ¢S. 5050) provided for 
the same grants, while Mr. Poindexter’s bill (S. 5087) 
would grant one month’s pay to all officers and enlisted 
men honorably discharged from the Army after Nov. 11. 
In the week ending Dec. 21 the House went so far as to 
pass the bill (H.R. 13366) granting to each enlisted 
man discharged from the Army the right to keep his 
uniform. Attached to the Revenue bill, which passed 
the Senate on Dec. 23 and then went to conference was 
this rider: (Sec. 1407.) “That all Officers and enlisted 
personnel of: the Army, Navy and Marine Corps serving 
the United States in the war against Germany who have 
been honorably discharged from the Service since Nov. 
11, 1918, or who may hereafter be honorably discharged, 
shall be paid one month’s salary in addition to the regu- 
lar pay heretofore authorized.” This represents the far- 
thest advance in actual legislation any of these measures 
has made as yet. In view of the fact that the Revenue 
bill covers a large field, no one can foresee when it will 
emerge from: conference. Meanwhile officers and men 
are being discharged from the Service with honor but 
with little else. Certain it is that they are given no 
gratuity pay as is the custom in most armies. 

The plain truth of this matter is that Congress is 
playing politics at the present time through the resource 
of inaction. A change in the party complexion of Con- 
gress is due on March 4 and until that day arrives 
there seems little likelihood of anything of a constructive 
nature in legislation being created into law. As for 
there being any relief-to this situation regarding dis- 
charged officers and men going back to civil life penni- 
less, there seems to be as little hope for that as for the 
passage of the bill for the relief of the Galveston hurri- 
cane sufferers that is now become one of the classic in- 
cidents of Congressional injustice to the Army. 

It is to be wondered just how long the people of the 
United States propose to share in this unjust treatment 
of the officers and men discharged from the Service, We 
listen to passionate squabbles over the composition of 
reception committees for the returning “boys,’’ we read 
of plans for thé bestowal of medals by local communi- 


ties, we digest elaborate plans for providing “the boys” 


with jobs. ..But-there.is going on all. the time the un- 
heroic and unsung procession of officers and enlisted 
men returning to civil life with the prospect of begin- 
ning..their careers all over again withont a penny in 
their pockets, from. the Government or the people for 
whom they made the sacrifice of abandoning their civil- 
jan professions or occupations, Only thé other day, in 
New York city, five discharged soldiers were arrested 
for peddling without a license and when arraigned be- 
fore a magistrate stated they were trying to get enough 
money to, buy civilian clothes. This may represent im- 
-previdence on the part of these five men, but more likely

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This represents one end of the 
Tange of personal hardship that may be endured by men 
of the Army who are discharged -without advance pay 
or gratuity. At the other end is the middle-aged pro- 
fessional man who accepted a commission in the Army 
for ‘specialized service, thereby cutting himself off from 
that personal contact with clients or patients which is 
s0 essential to his business or practice, and who is now 
discharged with no allowance of pay from the Govern- 
ment to take up his career anew. Our nation needs a 
high state of morale as much now as it did dufing hos- 
tilities. The experience of these 740,917 officers and 
men must necessarily lower their morale and the morale 
of all their friends and relatives who become familiar 
with their story. 

The argument may be advanced that the members of 
Congress may be unusually busy just now with the great 
number of committee meetings and conferences over new 
legislation. This is undoubtedly true, but this does not 
prevent the m@nbers of Congress wasting day after day 
in fruitless and useless discussions of questions that are 
of no immediate moment. Cannot the people of the 
United States see the tragedy of voting an appropria- 
tion of $100,000,000 to feed the people of Europe when 
the body that approves such a measure cannot find time 
to enact a law to grant at least one month’s pay as a 
gratuity to officers and men of the Army upon their 
discharge?

MR. GALLIVAN’S ATTACK ON ARMY OFFICERS 


Representative James A. Gallivan of Massachusetts 
(Democrat) bas taken down his shillalah and wants to 
crack the heads of some high officers of the Regular 
Army, and more preferably it seems West Pointers. In 
a most uncalled for and bitter speech in the House of 
Representatives on Jan. 14 he criticized Generals Per- 
shing and March and others for alleged discrimination 
against National Guard officers in favor of graduates 
from the United States Military Academy. He charged 
also that even Regular officers had been discriminated 
against if they had not united against officers formerly 
of the Guard. He asserted specifically that Major Gen. 
Clarence Edwards, who was relieved of the command 
of the 26th (New England) Division last September, 
was returned to this country because he would not par- 
ticipate in the systematic removal of National Guard 
commanders who had proved their worth on the field of 
battle. It can hardly be believed that any National 
Guard officer, even one who cherishes a grievance that 
he believes to be well founded, wilf welcome as a cham- 
pion one who indulges in such extraordinary ravings as 
did Mr. Gallivan. Here are some extracts from his 
speech as printed in the Congressional Record: 

“They ‘got’ Clarence Edwards, but he would not do 
their dirty work,” said Mr. Gallivan. “He was told to 
his face by a whipper snapper chief of staff of the 26th 
Division named Duncan U. Major, ‘If you don’t get 
these National Guardsmen we will get you!’” 

“I want to say to the practical politicians in Congress 
that I would not wish my political enemy any more 
fharm than that he should select for high public prefer- 
ment one or two of the so-called great generals who are 
abroad and who have never seen a combat. I mention 
no names. I have talked with the boys, and there is not 
one of them who has either affection or respect for the 
two or three that I have in mind.” This statement fol- 
lowed immediately after an allusion to General Pershing 
and his “numerous and highly tailored staff who have 
slept comfortably in Chaumont and Tours.” 

“When a certain distinguished member of the other 
branch said the War Department had failed to function, 
he told the truth, and his direct attack on the depart- 
ment awoke the country and the department so that it 
began to function in part. 

“Thirty-seven thousand men left New England in Sep- 
tember, 1917. In February, 1918, they went into the 
trenches and on Noy. 11, 1918, a shattered remnant 
emerged; boys of my own regiment, the 110th Infantry, 
formerly the 9th Massachusetts, and of the 5th Massa- 
chusetts sleep their last long sleep under the blood- 
soaked fields of France; 2,300 of these boys returned 
wounded, an arm off, a leg off, an eye out or gassed. And 
on Nov. 6 the colonel of that regiment who had stood 
with his boys from September, 1917, until Noy. 1 , 1918, 
shoulder to shoulder with them in ‘the trenches ah in 
the combat, is relieved of his regiment to make way for 
a dandy pet of the Leavenworth clique.” 

After declaring that it was a common practice to re- 
lieve National Guard officers, he continued: “They were 
all right for months when the shells were shrieking and 

e H.E.’s exploding.” 

“A similar incident involves a_ soldier in my Con- 
gressional district,” interrupted Representative Butler 
(Pennsylvania, Republican). “The day before the armis- 
tice they removed him and sent him. home after he had 
been in continuous battle for four months as a captain 
in an Artillery regiment.”

with it.” He had also written several letters of inquiry 
to General Pershing, Mr. Gallivan said, “and until this 
hour I have never received a reply from General Per- 
shing or from any member of his numerous and highly 
tailored staff, who from the inception have slept com- 
fortably in Chaumont and Tours.” He concluded: 
“Congress, through its Military Committee or through 
its leaders, ought to do something and it ought to do it 
on a nonpartisan basis. What is Congress going to do 
about it? Is it going to allow the Secretary of War to 
‘pass the buck’ to Pershing? What are we elected for?” 





Mr. Gallivan suggested an investigation by either the 
Military Affairs Committee or by joint select bipartisan 
committee, and that it should continue the investigation 
abroad. The suggestion was greeted with applause, ac- 
cording to press report, as were other parts of his speech. 
It is only this that gives any importance to such a bitter 
and biased diatribe as this Congressman indulged in. 
The machinery of a great war, like that of any other 
human effort, never runs with absolute smoothness. 
Injustices to ihdividuals will always occur. The errors 
of human nature and the jealousies and friction of diver- 
gent interests will always crop out here and there. But 
that there is any real foundation for bitter, biased and 
partisan attacks such as Mr. Gallivan’s in the conduct 
of the officers of an honorable Service, or in the action 
of the War Department, is not to be believed. That 
those whom this Congressman purports to champion will 
repudiate him as an advocate may well be believed. The 
animus of personal spite and of wounded vanity that 
those busy with vital matters did not give instant con- 
sideration to him and to his inquiries is too obvious. 

It is of importance, however,’ if the apparent ap- 
proval of some of his fellow Congressmen is an indication 
that there is any general feeling, in them or in their 
constituents, that there has been injustice, not in indi- 
vidual instances, but by those of one origin in the Ser- 
vice against those of another. There is as always, in 
the conduct of this as of other wars, the undercurrent of 
more or less open criticism that there has been partisan- 
ship or unfair treatment toward one class or another— 
of the National Guard, of the National Army men, of 
the Reserve officers or the Regulars themselves. If such 
feeling finds expression in bitter, in partisan or in politi- 
eal investigations of the usual futile kind by commit- 
tees of Congress or otherwise the result cannot be for 
the betterment of individuals, of the Service, or of the 
country. : 

As to Mr. Gallivan’s charges, his ‘foundation for them 
so far as he indicated its source appears to have been 
largely of the flimsy sort of talk with ‘the boys from 
the front” that can always be heard by a willing ear. 
Mr. Gallivan should not forget that some of the ablest 
officers of our Army, and many of them West Pointers, 
have teen kept from the battle front, or withdrawn 
from it, almost to the breaking of their hearts, either 
because they were considered physically unfit to stand 
the great strain or because there was vital need for 
them elsewhere. Few, if any, mistakes have been made 
in this respect, and if National Guard officers have been 
of the number ordered replaced it was certainly no 
harder for them-than for the Regular Army. officer. 

The Army of the United States went to France to 
win, and under General Pershing it did win. -Who was 
the best judge as to the ability and efficiency of officers, 
men like Pershing, who have made a life study of war, 
the men on the spot, or Mr. Gallivan? Officers of the 
National Guard have had every opportunity for ad- 
vancement where they have proved efficient, and many 
of them have been. in command of companies of. Regu- 
lars and of larger units of Regulars. National Guard 
officers have been assigned to duty with the staff of 
General Pershing. There has not been unjust diserim- 
ination, and we .believe that the efficient National Guard 
officer will bear out this staterent. An evidence that 
the services of National Guard officers were thoroughly 
appreciated is shown in the case of Major Gen. John F. 
O’Ryan, of the 27th Division; the only division com- 
mander in the war, we believe, who has been in eom- 
mand of a division permanently, from the time the 
United States entered the war until the present time. 
Not even a Regular officer, we believe, has this distinc- 
tion.

HEARING ON Eacte Boat Conrracts. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 14- 
15 had a hearing on the Eagle boat contracts, in com- 
pliance with a resolution asking for the inquiry intro- 
duced by Senator Lodge, of “Massachusetts. Appearing 
were Rear Admirals_D.. W. Taylor,..Chief of the Bu- 





the Bureau of Steam. Engineering; and Ralph Earle, 
Chief.of the Bureau of Ordnance; U.S.N. Admiral Tay- 
lor told of the contract details, which have been fre- 


. quently published. : He. stated: that Henry Ford. per- 


sonally offered to build the boats in the fall of 1917 as 


after consultation with bureau chiefs. Before the con- 
tract for 100 boats was let, Admiral Taylor’s corre- 
spondénce showed, the Ford Motor Company required 
that it be virtually at “gover ment risk” with govern- 
ment financial aid, including the expenditure of $3,- 
500,000 for a special plant near Detroit. The Ford 
Company in the correspondence said it was not solicit- 
ing Government contracts, but desired merely to assist 
in prosecuting the war. In proposing the Eagle boats, 
Mr. Ford stated they were of the type England found 
best suited to fight submarines, that they could be built 
for one-sixth the cost and six times as fast as torpedo- 
boat destroyers, besides having much smaller crews,. and 
also designed with engines which could be completely 
stopped while new listening devices perfected by the 
Navy were used to trace undersea craft. This device, 
Admiral Taylor said, was used in submarine chasers 
operating in trios converging on submarines. The Eagle 
boats, Admiral Taylor stated, were approved by the 
Navy General Board. By a coincidence, he explained, 
the Navy, when.it received the Ford proposal, already 
was working on plans for a similar type of craft which 
had been recommended by the Newport Submarine 
Board. Answering Chairman Swanson, Admiral Tay- 
lor stated that the Eagle boats had conformed to the 
characteristics proposed in the design. Senator Lodge 
brought out the admitted fact that the Ford Company 
had had no experience in shipbuilding and had required 
$3,500,000 from the Government for its special plant. 
Admiral Taylor said, however, the Government was 
about $10,000,000 behind in its payments to the Ford 
Company. Admiral Taylor commended the utility of the 
Eagle boats and said a boat of that general type or de- 
sign was needed in peace as well as in war times. 
explained that they would very largely do the work of 
gunboats in patroling coastal ‘waters, and also may be 
advantageausly used as convoys as well-as for training 
purposes. The hearing brought out no new facts and 
covered much of the ground already gone over in. the 
many published reports on the Eagle boats.

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DELAY IN Sotprers’ Mam and Pay. 


The delays in soldiers’ mail, pay, allotments and al- 
lowances came up for discussion in Congress or com- 
mittee hearings under three distinct phases on Jan. 10. 
On the floor of the House, Representative Mann read 
correspondence exchanged by him with Secretary of 
War Baker regarding the war risk insurance and pay 
of soldiers. In the course of his letter to Mr. Baker, 
Mr. Mann said that “the inefficiency of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance would be a burlesque if it were 
not a tragedy,’ and he described the many letters re- 
ceived daily by Senators and Representatives complain- 
ing of the long delays in the payment of enlisted men 
and also of the allotments. Mr. Baker’s letter in reply 
said that payments of allotments by the War Depart-: 
ment are not in any way in arrears. As for the pay of 
soldiers he said that troops in the United ‘States were 
paid promptly every month,’ but ‘those. overseas were in 
the fighting line from July to November and that “any 
delay in their payment can’ be properly asustatels 4a to 
consideration of their service.” He repeated that sick 
and wounded men returned from overseas were paid in 
part on arrival at ports. and hospitals and payment was 
being made on’ their pétsomal affidavit as to amounts 
due them. During a hearing before the Senate Postoffice 
Committee on the same day Second Assistant Post- 
master General Praeger discussed the question of sol- 
diers’ mail and its delays. He said there were from. 
eight to ten carloads of mail for American soldiers un- 
delivered in France and that “thousands and probably 
millions” of letters addressed to the men overseas were 
to be sent back here to the dead letter office, where an 
attempt will be made to return them to their writers. 
Mr. Praeger said that the chief cause of trouble with 
the mail abroad was that it “got tied up somewhere be- 
tween Army headquarters, censors and the posts” in the 
interior of France. He also stated that much of the 
trouble with the mail was due to the failure of the War 
Department to keep up its index system. - It was stated, 
in all seriousness, that “another cause of delay was the 
transferring of units of troops from one point to an- 
other.” Before the House Rules Committee on the 
same day Col. Henry D. Lindsley, director of the War 
Risk Insurance Bureau, told the members of the com- 
mittee that the organization had not functioned prop- 
erly, but that now for the first time authority was con- 
centrated in the director where it belonged.

Naval Affairs. The Secretary's letter, dated Jan. 11, 
follows: 


“My dear Mr. Speaker: A paragraph of the Naval 
Appropriation Act of July 1, 1918, reads as follows: 

That no officer of any class of the Naval Reserve Force 
shall in time of peace be promoted above the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander, but in time of war or other national emer- 
gency officers of the Naval Reserve Force of and above the 
rank of lieutenant commander in active service shall be eligi- 
ble for selection for promotion to the next higher grade or 
rank by the same board of officers that selects officers of the 
U.S. Navy for promotion to such higher ranks and grades, 
under the same rules and regulations as apply to the selection 
for promotion of officers of the U.S. Navy. The promotion of 
officers of the Naval Reserve Force below the rank of lieuten- 
ant commander shal! at all times be in accordance with such 
Fegulations as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe. 

“Attention is respectfully invited to the fact that the 
law quoted requires that the board for selection of offi- 
cers for promotion in the Naval Reserve Force must be 
the same board of officers that selects officers of the 
Regular Navy for promotion. The Regular Navy selec- 
tion board is required by law to be composed of nine 
rear admirals. This board is charged with the selection 
of officers for promotion in the higher grades of both the 
Regular Navy and the Coast Guard. The addition to 
the duties of the board of. selection for promotion of 
officers of the higher grades in the Naval Reserve Force 
thereforé adds an almost overwhelming amount of extra 
work on the board. All members of the regular board, 
as is natural and unavoidable, fil) high administrative 
and executive positions and commands of the greatest 
importance. This addition to their duties of sclection 
in the Naval Reserve Force, in its practical working 
out, makes it impracticable if not impossible for the 
members of the board to properly perform their regular 
duties, and under existing conditions will tend to 
threaten the efficiency of the Navy as a whole. 

“There is, therefore, inclosed herewith a proposed 
draft of a bill to authorize the appointment of a sep- 
arate board for the selection of officers for promotion in 
the Naval Reserve Force, and in view of the patent 
urgency of this measure, as above set forth, it is re- 
quested that same be enacted, if practicable, before the 
close of the present session of Congress.” 

The text of the bill proposed by the Secretary follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That, in time of war or national emer- 
ency, boards for the selection of officers of the Naval Reserve 
| sarelh of and “above the rank of lieutenant commander for 
promotion to the next higher grade or rank, as now author- 
ized by law, shall hereafter be composed of not less than five 
officers of the Navy senior in rank to the officers to be selected 
for promotion.

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NAVY DEFICIENCY BILL HEARING. 

Rear Admirals Ralph Earle, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance; David W. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair; Robert S. Griffin, Chief of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering, and Capt. Harris 
Laning, assistant to the Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, U.S. Navy, appeared before the House Committee 
on Appropriations on Jan. 9 to explain unexpended bal- 
ances and to indicate what sums of money made avail- 
able during the present fiscal year can be turned back 
into the Treasury. This committee has had extended 
hearings on the forthcoming Deficiency Appropriation 
bill, and it is expected the bill will provide for return- 
ing to the Treasury sums aggregating several millions 
of dollars.

The Secretary of War submits supplemental estimate 
of appropriation required by the War Department for 
the fiscal year 1919, as follows: Additional employees, 
War Department, $6,000,000; repairs to cadet hospital,

Pay on Discharge or to Inactive Status. 


The Secretary of the Navy has called attention of 
the Speaker of the HouSe to one feature of the rider on 
the Revenue bill that in Section 1407 would grant one 
month’s additional pay to officers and enlisted personnel 
of the military and naval services on honorable dis- 
charge from war service. The Secretary recommends 
that the section be divided into. two sections, and that 
the provisions relating to the Navy, Marines and Coast 
Guard be so written as to include the one month’s addi- 
tional pay for the Naval and Marine Corps Reserves 
placed on inactive status from war service. 


Readjustment of Certain Naval Pay. 

The Secretary of the Navy submits a proposed bill 
for a readjustment of the rates of pay of chief pay 
clerks and chief pharmacists, under which “hereafter 
chief pay clerks, when their total active service as pay- 
master’s clerks, pay clerks, and chief pay clerks is 
equal to or more than twelve years, and chief pharma- 
cists, when their total active service as pharmacists and 
chief pharmacists is equal to or more than twelve years, 
shall receive the pay and allowance of a_ lieutenant 
(junior grade) and when their total active service as 
above is equal to or more than eighteen years they shall 
receive the pay and allowance of a lieutenant.” 

Advance for Civil War Service. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs favorably re- 
ports S..4261, providing that petty officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, and enlisted men of the U.S. Navy 
and Marine Corps on the retired list who had creditable 
Civil War service shall receive the rank or rating and 
the pay of the next higher enlisted grade. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy, who favors the bill, says: “All en- 
listed men. (approximately forty-two) to be benefited, by 
this nfieasure have had at least thirty years’ service, for 
enlisted men are not placed on the retired list unless 
they have had thirty years’ service or more. Similar 
benefits to those proposed in this bill were given several 
years ago to nearly all the commissioned officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice on the retired list who had had creditable Civil 
War service.”

COAST GUARD-NAVY MERGER HEARINGS. 


Hearings were held on Jan. 13 before the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce on the bill 
(H.R. 13392) to permanently trausfergthe United States 
Coast Guard from the Treasury Department to the Navy 
Department, and for other purposes. There were pres- 
ent from headquarters to oppose the measure the fol- 
lowing officers of the Coast Guard: Commodore BE. P. 
Bertholf, commandant; Engineer-in-Chief C. A. McAl- 
lister, Capts. D. P. Foley, C. E. Johnston, Q. B. New- 
man, Gray and_C. E. Anstett. ‘Those present 
favoring the measure were Capts. F. L. Austin, P. H. 
Harrison and F. E. Bagger. Rear Admiral J. S. Me- 
Kean, Chief of Naval Operations, and Capt. Harris 
Laning, Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
U.S.N., were also on hand to present the Navy Depart- 
ment views on the bill. Its author, Representative 
Campbell, of Pennsylvania, stated the purpose of his 
request for a hearing was that the objects of the bill 
might be clearly understood. Its purpose, he said, was 
the efficient operation of the Coast Guard service; plac- 
ing it permanently under the Navy, where it is tempo- 
rarily as-a war emergency measure, would tend to effi- 
ciency and cconomy in operation. 

Captain Austin in Favor of the Merger. 

In support of this he requested that Capt. F. L. Aus- 
tin, U.S.C.G., be heard on the measure. Captain Aus- 
tin said: “This bill was prepared in accordance with the 
desires of three separate branches of the public service ; 
of a certain element in the Coast Guard itself; their 
desires are written in this bill. Secondly, of the Navy 
as shown by the opinion of a number of prominent ofli- 
cers influential in shaping the policies of the Navy De- 
partment. The working out of details may be in some re- 
spects defective. If so those interested desire to see them 
corrected: But the principle involved is contained. in 
the first section, and that is the transfer of the Coast 
Guard to the Navy. 

“The opponents of this bill will state that we are 
advocating this measure on account of self-interest: a 
desire for promoffon and things of that kind. Well, 
that of course enters into our desires to a certain ex- 
tent. We would just as soon be promoted and we are 
as ambitious as anybody else. But there is another and 
stronger reason why this legislation is desired. Jor 
the last eighteen months while the Coast Guard was co- 
operating with the Navy, we were detailed to larger and 
more responsible duties on naval vessels and through- 
out the operations of the Navy. Our men have per- 
formed those duties satisfactorily and made good, and 
they do not desire to go back to what we consider in- 
significant details under the Treasury Department. That 
is one reason the officers are asking this transfer. Here 
is a point that perhaps some of you gentlemen are not 
familiar with. Coast Guard officers are educated at an 
academy maintained by the Treasury Department for 
the education of officers in that service. When they 
graduate they are fitted, fundamentally, not only for 
Coast Guard duties, but for more responsible duties 
under the Navy. They go out and serve on the small 
vessels of the Coast Guard where they soon become pro- 
ficient to perform any duty that may be required of 
them. In the Coast Guard, on account of the slowness 
of eS promotion in that Service is limited 
—the officers soon become able to perform any duty 
and they are competent to be comanding officers of those 
vessels, as-has been demonstrated in the war; yet, on 
account of the system, they must perform the duties of 
junior officers. 

Admiral McKean Advocates Merger. 

Rear Admiral McKean, U.S.N., was then heard, as_he 
desired to return to the department. Representative 
Campbell asked him to state why he favored placing the 
Coast Guard under the Navy: He said: “As to the 
desirability of this legislation my personal views are, 
and I think they are the views of the Navy generally, 
that the Coast Guard should have been a part of the 
Navy some time ago, and we were convinced of our theo- 
retical ideas by the practical experience gained during 
the war. ‘The law provides that it shall be and remain a 
part of the Navy during the war, but it is not a part of 
the Navy in time of peace and a Navy that is not organ- 
ized for war in time of peace is not efficient. You have 
to adapt the vessels; you have to reorganize, and you 
have to change the training somewhat. It takes time for 
that; time to refit vessels, and there is delay. We were 
very fortunate in having the condition such during the 
war that the delay was not of great importance. We 
cannot expect that again. 

“For efficiency in war, and I believe efficiency in peace 
and, I am certain, for economy, the Coast Guard should 
be absorbed by the Navy. We can perform their duties; 
we are performing them now. A part of their vessels are 
doing Coast Guard work, also a-part of our own. We 
use their personnel the same as our own. We have found 
them very valuable and it is a very efficient organization. 
We need them; I believe they need us. The absorption 
of the Coast Guard by the Navy would mean a reduction 
in overhead expense. We have two academies and we 
have separate supply stations, and we can take care of 
the Coast Guard without trouble when absorbed into the 
Navy. . We can do it without additional overhead ex- 
penses of two organizations. It is a military organiza- 
tion and fundamentally does not belong to the Treas- 
ury Department. 

‘In the Navy Department these ambitious young offi- 
cers- will have a broader field with larger opportunities, 
and I dislike to see men discouraged by being put back to 
minor jobs that a junior can do in the process of his 
training for ‘higher duties. That is in general, the Navy 
Department’s view and my own personal views.” 


Secretary Daniels’s Views Undetermined, 
Representative Esch asked whether this bill has the 
endorsement of the Secretary of the Navy. Admiral 
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McKean replied: “Not to my knowledge.” The clerk of 
the committee stated that the bill had not been referred 
officially to the Secretary of the Navy for an opinion. 
Representative Campbell said he had furnished Secretary 
Daniels with a copy of the bill and the Secretary had 
said that while he was personally friendly to the bill he 
did not care to interfere to that extent, though later he 
might favor the bill. At the present time he was not 
making any statement. 

Admiral McKean thought the Navy had been rather 
“on the fence” the last few years, but the Coast Guard, 
as the successor of the Revenue Cutter Service, had, he 
believed, under the administration of its present officers, 
become more military and more useful to the Navy in 
time of war than the old R.C.S. was, because of its in- 
ereased efficiency and from the fact that it had taken 
over the coast patrol, which became an important part 
of the defensive and the communication system in time 
of war. 

Representative Esch asked whether the proviso except- 
ing from the merger ‘“‘such harbor vessels as may be nec- 
essary for the proper performance of customs” contem- 
plates the maintenance of a separate force for the col- 
lection of customs duties. Admiral McKean replied that 
he took this to mean simply harbor boats to put inspec- 
tors aboard their vessels and to carry them out; that may 
also do some harbor police work in connection with the 
inspector of customs office in the port. Representative 
Esch asked: “You do not take away by this bill the en- 
forcement of the navigation laws; you still leave that 
with the Treasury Department; nor the laws relating to 
motor boats?” 

Admiral McKean: “I should not think it would take 
much of an establishment. It is simply harbor police to 
be connected with the inspector’s force in a port. In one 
port it may involve one motor boat and in another har- 
bor more. That is just harbor police, and is not Coast 
Guard service.” 

Representative Esch asked: “Why do you specifically 
exempt the navigation laws, the protection of customs 
revenue and the laws relating to motor boats from this 
bill?’ Captain Austin interposed, answering: “It is 
already separate from the Coast Guard and under the 
Department of Commerce and has funds appropriated 
every year and has vessels for that purpose. The Coast 
Guard vessels do the work at the present time to a 
certain limited extent, but the Department of Commerce 
gets every year an appropriation for that purpose.” 

Commodore Bertholf here stated that the Secretary 
of the Navy had written that legislation concerning the 
Coast Guard of a permanent nature had best be referred 
to the Secretary of the Treasury. This was in a letter 
dated Jan. 29, 1918, with reference to H.R. 6979, which 
was a personnel bill and refers to the matter of policy. 

Admiral McKean did not see why there should be any 
increase in expense in the matter of commissioned offi- 
cers. As to the officers haying the same comparative 
or relative rank in both services with corresponding pay 
he thought they were now on exactly the same basis. As 
to the duties of the Coast Guard he was not familiar. 
Representative Esch observed: “Men are proud they be- 
long to the Marine Corps; men are proud they belong to 
the old Revenue Cutter Service, now the Coast Guard 
Service. Would the absorption of the Coast Guard into 
the Navy have any tendency to destroy the esprit de 
corps of that service?” Admiral McKean said: “They 
can bring it along with them and a welcome we will add 
to it. I was absorbed as an old engineer into the line of 
the Navy, and I am just as proud of my engineering ser- 
vice as if there were an old Engineer Corps. My experi- 
ence in the Engineer Corps lias never hurt my service as 
a line officer.” 

Representative Campbell said estimates by the Presi- 
dent’s Commission on Economy and Efficiency indicated 
saving by a consolidation of about one million dollars. 
Items of economy include a division command each 
at Boston, New York, San Francisco and Seattle; 
a Coast Guard storehouse each at New York and San 
Francisco, and the Coast Guard Academy at New 
London, a depot at Baltimore and Coast Guard head- 
quarters at Washington. 

here will not be a change in the pay of the Coast 
Guard men after contracts expired, Admiral McKean 
said; they will rank with corresponding positions in the 
Navy. Representative Campbell here offered an amend- 
ment to Sec. 4 of the bill, as follows: 


Proposed Amendment. 

That cadets, warrant officers, petty officers and enlisted men 
of the Coast Guard shall hereby become a part of the personnel 
of the Navy and shall be transferred to corresponding grades 
or ratings in the Navy as follows: Cadets and cadet engineers 
as midshipmen, masters mates and keepers as boatswains, gun- 
mers as gunners, machinists as machinists, carpenters as carpen- 
ters, wheelmen as chief quartermasters, number one surfmen as 
chief boatswains, surfmen as surfmen, and the rating of surf- 
man is hereby created in the Navy; the enactment of all other 
grades or ratings in the Coast Guard shall be transferred to 
euch grades or ratings in the Navy as are here declared to be 
morresponding grades or ratings in General Order No. 329 of 
Oct. 10, 1917: Provided, that nothing contained in this para- 

aph shall operate to reduce the pay of any enlisted man dur- 

g the continuance of enlisted man contract in force from the 
date of this act 

Captain Austin continued his statement, saying that 
“the reason why Coast Guard officers desire this 
transfer is not self interest altogether, but what self 
Interest is in it is of a commendable nature.- They 
want to be in a broader field of usefulness. Probably I 
should say that seventy per cent. of the Coast Guard 
officers are in fayor of this legislation.” He believed 
the Navy desires this bill. The recommendation was 
first made in 1796 by Alexander Hamilton that Coast 
Guard officers be made officers of the Navy; it was 
made’ by the Secretary of the Treasury in 1790 and 
concurred in by the Secretary of the Navy, but not en- 
acted into law. Of all Coast Guard duties, some six- 
teen in number, only one is directly connected with the 
Treasury; of the four important duties, none relates to 
the Treasury Department, but‘all are the logical and 
sometimes the legal duties of the Navy. 


Effect on Commissioned Personnel. 


As to the commissioned personnel, Captain Austin 
gaid, the bill provides they shall be transferred in 
grades, depending upon the length of service and to the 
rank of commissioned officers in the Navy of equal 
length of service, so that an officer who has had six 
years of experience in the Coast Guard ‘would take the 
same place on the Navy list as an officer of similar 
length of experience. For the superintendents a grade 
is created, and they will complete their careers as 
though the transfer had not occurred. There would be 
an increase in pay for some officers, but no increase in 
expense to the Goyernment, because they would be tak- 
ing the places on the Navy list that would be otherwise 
filed by promotion from civil life, from the ranks or 
from the Naval Academy. 

In reply to a question Captain Austin said he based 
his opinion that seventy per cent. of the Coast Guard 
Officers are in favor of this legislation on talks with 
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various. officers and letters received. Representative 
Walsh suggested that if the bill passes Coast Guard of- 
ficers will secure promotion and retain the increased 
pay. Captain Austin said that all depended upon 
whether the Navy is enlarged or not. If the Navy is 
made smaller some of them will go back to the same 
grades. Mr. Walsh asked whether he thought it a wise 
piece of legislation to attempt to incorporate in the 
Navy a new department before the policy of the Navy 
Department has become established after the termina- 
tion of this war. Captain Austin replied that he 
thought the Coast Guard should have been in the Navy 
Department before the war; the war had not changed 
the logic of the case, except that now is the time to 
make the change permanent. 

Mr. Walsh asked how the enlisted men and lifesavers 
feel about being taken over by the Navy. Captain Aus- 
tin said he had not heard any expression of opinion 
from them in opposition, but imagined they must have 
been opposed to it from the fact that there was an unin- 
tentional discrimination against them in the bill as it 
originally read. The work of the Coast Guard in rela- 
tion to the saving of life would be as efficiently per- 
formed by the Navy, he firmly believed. 

Representative Walsh said: “I assume that there are 
vacancies in the Navy for appointments to the rank of 
captain.” Captain Laning made reply, saying: “We have 
5,500 officers in the Navy, and under the present law, 
for the number of enlistments that we have, we are en- 
titled to 5,449 officers. There are approximately 3,000 
vacancies in the permanent strength of the Navy. The 
Coast Guard will partially fill some of those vacancies 
me will fit into some of the niches in the line of the 

avy.” 

Representative Doremus asked whether he had rightly 
understood Captain Laning to say that if the Coast 
Guard was amalgamated with the Navy it would not 
result in displacing any men now in the Navy and in 
the line of promotion. Captain Laning replied that this 
was so. If the 5,500 men of the Coast Guard are 
transferred to the Navy permanently it will not result 
in displacing any men in the Navy now in line of pro- 
motion., Captain Laning added: 
would come in at the rank of lieutenant commander he 
would fit into his proper place in the Navy, and it might 
ultimately result that some lieutenant commander who 
would be junior to him would not be promoted to an 
upper grade quite so quickly; but that same thing would 
apply to any other man. The Coast Guard men would 
simply go in to fill the vacancies in the Navy now, which 
under present law is allowed an enlisted strength of 
131,485, plus 6,000 apprentice seamen. The President 
can make an increase temporarily of 50,000 men, in all, 
187,485. We are very little below that mark now, but 
many have to go out; 45,000 enlisted for the duration 
of the war. When peace is signed that will bring the 
Navy down to 131,485; of this number approximately 
50,000, 60,000 or 70,000 came in after war was de- 
clared. They had to enlist for four years, because they 
could not get in in any other way. These men, Captain 
Laning said, are expecting to get out when the war is 
over, and are entitled to get out. Then the Navy will 
kave 50,000 or 60,000 men and recruiting will be needed 
to fill vacancies; the Coast Guard would only help in 
small part. 

Capt. P. H. Harrison, U.S.C.G., commanding the 
Naval Training Station at Cape May, N.J., addressed 
the committee. He said in substance that it was his 
belief that the arguments pro and con depend on whether 
or not the Coast Guard is run for the benefit of the 
Government or the Government is run for the benefit of 
the Coast Guard. He said he had no personal interest 
in this matter, but believed that the place for the Coast 
Guard was in the Navy. There would be an administra- 
tive saving of approximately $500,000 a year. In sala- 
ries alone a saving of about $240,000 was considered a 
conservative estimate. 

After further statements by Captain Harrison and 
Captain aning, the committee adjourned to meet at the 
call of the chairman. : 





SECRETARY OF TREASURY DISAPPROVES PLAN. 


The proposed bill, H.R. 13392, “to permanently trans- 
fer the U.S. Coast Guard from the Treasury Depart- 
ment to the Navy Department,” was submitted to Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Glass with a request for his views 
concerning it. A reply addressed on Jan. 7 to-Chair- 
man Sims, of the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, was made a part of the proceedings 
in the Coast Guard-Navy hearings. Mr. Glass ex- 
presses his disapproval of the proposed transfer, saying, 
in part: 

“The subject is by no means a new one—indeed it is 
almost as old as the Treasury Department itself. The 
general proposition of transfer, embodied in this bill, 
was first suggested in 1796, and again in 1840, and since 
then it has been presented to Congress in one form or 
another many times. The reasons and arguments. ad- 
vanced in support of these several measures do not ap- 
pear to have been convincing and Congress has uni- 
formly declined to act. 


What the Bill Proposes. 


“In the present instance the bill proposes that the 
personnel of the Coast Guard shall be absorbed in the 
personnel of the Navy; that the material of the Coast 
Guard shall be permanently transferred from the Treas- 
ury Department to the Navy Department, except such 
harbor vessels as may be necessary for the proper per- 
formance of Custonis duties; that certain other duties 
now performed by the Coast Guard shall be performed 
by the Navy, and that the Coast Guard shall cease to 
exist as a separate and distinct organization. The bill 
further proposes that the duties now performed by the 
Coast Guard in connection with the protection of Cus- 
toms Revenue shall not be performed by the Navy, nor 
shall any other duties of the Coast Guard as require the 
services of officers of the Customs be performed by the 
Navy. It therefore leaves with the Treasury Depart- 
ment certain of the important duties now performed by 
the Coast Guard and certain small vessels, but leaves 
no personnel with which to perform these duties or to 
man the vessels. As a result, the Treasury Department 
would be obliged to establish and organize a new marine 
service and to provide a new personnel for use in the 
proper protection of the Customs Revenue and thus 
begin anew the work originated in 1790 by the first Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. This, of course, would inyolye 
additional expense to the Government.” 

On this point a memorandum was given out in 1914 
by the Chief of the Division of Customs, disapproving 
the proposed transfer of the Revenue Cutter Service 
(now the Coast Guard) from the Treasury Department. 
It states that as ninety per cent. of all commerce is by 
sea, maintenance of boats to assist commerce in the pre- 
yention of smuggling, etc, is essential. The Revenue 


“Where an officer, 


Cutter Service is the boat service of the Customs and 
the fact that its cutters render assistance to vessels in 
distress and are suitable auxiliary naval vessels in time 
of war does not detract from the fact that they are 
closely associated with the collection of revenue. It 
maintains the boats used by customs officers and for the 
enforcement of the anchorage laws, motor boat laws, ete. 
Its transfer to another department than the Treasury 
would mean that many revenue cutters now rated by 
enlisted men would have to be duplicated in the customs 
service, operated by civil employees at a greatly in- 
creased cost, probably $1,000 per annum. The sepa- 
ration from the Treasury Department, the memoran- 
dum states, would be a severe blow to the customs ser- 
vice. 

Here attention is called to testimony before the House 
Committee on Appropriations on the Sundry Civil bill 
for 1913, showing that “under normal conditions the ay- 
erage cost of maintenance and operation of naval ves- 
sels, for the three fiscal years, 1909, 1910 and 1911, was 
53.17 per cent. greater than the cost of maintenance and 
operation of Coast Guard vessels of the same general 
type and size.” Mr. Glass continues: 


The Question of Promotion. 

“In the foregoing particulars at least, it is patent 
that the transfer proposed does not commend itself on 
the score of either economy or efficiency, and the ques- 
tion at once presents itself, ‘What is the end sought by 
the proposed transfer’? I think the answer may be 
found in Section 2 of the bill. Upon the declaration of. 
war it was necessary to greatly expand the Navy and in 
consequence promotion in the commissioned personnel 
became very rapid. New officers were obtained from 
every available source, but the demand for experienced 
officers was very great. The Coast Guard contributed 
to this demand to the limit of its personnel, because 
under the law the Coast Guard operates as a part of the 
Navy in time of war. The commissioned personnel of 
the Coast Guard was not increased and promotions re- 
mained as slow as in time of peace, and, although the 
Coast Guard brought to the Navy a corps of experienced 
officers, many of these officers held rank far below that 
of naval officers of much less experience. As a result 
the Navy Department found itself unable to utilize many 
of the Coast Guard officers in positions of responsibility 
commensurate with their experience, because of their 
lack of rank. : 

“This anomalous situation was remedied by legisla- 
tion which provided for the temporary promotion of 
Coast Guard officers below the rank of first lieutenant 
with running mates in the Navy on the basis of the 
length of total service. Under the law these temporary 
promotions will expire within six months after the 
termination of the war and naturally, I presume, these 
officers do not contemplate with complacency the pros- 
pective return to former rank. Hence, we find the pro- 
vision which will have the effect of making most of 
these temporary promotions permanent. 

“The law which provided temporary promotion for 
line and engineer officers also provided temporary rank 
for district superintendents of the Coast Guard, but 
while Section 2 seems to make this temporary status 
permanent for the former officers, Section 3 denies this 
to the superintendents. This is unjust. District super- 
intendents are commissioned officers and are pro to 
that rank through selection from the grades of enlisted 
men and warrant officers. Section 3 seeks to abolish 
this system of promotion from the ranks and thus takes 
from the enlisted men this opportunity for advancement. 
This does violence to the principle of democracy 
further comment is unnecessary.” 


Men of the Life Saving Service. 

There is like injustice, Mr. Glass holds, in the sec- 
tion affecting the ratings of No. 1 surfman, coxswain 
and surfman, as it reduces these ratings. Base pay of 
a No. 1 surfman and a coxswain is, respectively, $70 
and $33 per month; surfman and a seaman, respecti x 
$65 and $26.40. Section 4 provides that no man’s pay 
shall be reduced during the continuance of his current 
enlistment, but at the end of his year enlistment the 
No. 1 surfman or coxswain may continue in the Navy 
only by enlisting in the rating of coxswain or seaman, 
with the above reduction in pay. These men, he says, 
are not “raw recruits,” but “for the most-part, in norm: 
times, men already bred to the difficulties and hazards 
of handling boats in broKén waters—a profession in 
itself. They are the pick of the coast inhabitants whose 
fathers and grandfathers before them have engaged in 
boating and surf fishing along our shores.” ‘They are 
frequently required to risk their lives in rescuing pas- 
sengers and crews from ships wrecked upon the coast. 
Many have been in the Service from twenty to thirty 
years or more and have served efficiently and faithfully 
“and yet this bill proposes to disrate these men and re- 
duce their pay.”” Many men in various other ratings 
will also suffer a reduction in pay. Mr. Glass continues: 


The Senior Officers. 


“Section 6 would bring about another remarkable re- 
sult. There are in the Coast Guard six senior bag ere 4 
who hold the relative rank of commander in the Navy; 
the youngest is fifty-eight years of ago and the oldest is 
sixty-two. ‘There are thirty-six officers.with the rank 
of captain who hold the relative rank of lieutenant com- . 
mander in the Navy; the youngest is forty-two years of 
age and the oldest is sixty-two. The bill provides that 
all these officers, being over forty years of age, shall be 
eligible for selection to higher grades by the Navy select- 
ing board during the period of five years. No vacancies 
are provided for which they may be selected, and it fol- 
lows that if one of these officers is selected for promo- 
tion he will fill a vacancy in the Navy and thus deprive 
a Regular Navy officer of that vacancy. Is it reason- 
able to suppose_that many, if indeed any, Coast Guard 
officers, trained and experienced in Coast Guard duties 
alone, will be selected for promotion for purely naval 
duties in competition with naval officers trained for that 
particular duty? If they are not selected within five 
years, what then? ‘The Navy has age in grade retire- 
ment. The Coast Guard has not. A lieutenant com- 
mander who reaches the age of forty-five, or a com- 
mander who reaches the age of fifty without being 
selected for promotion is placed on the retired list. 
These particular Coast Guard officers, however, are to 
remain subject to Coast Guard retirement laws and con- 
sequently if not selected within the a period will 
not be retired as in the case of naval officers; they, 
therefore, cannot be promoted because they are too old 
and cannot claim retirement because. they are not old 
enough! And it is proposed to do this—to emasculate 
the Coast Guard and absorb its mnel in the Navy 
with injustice te many of its officers and over half of 
its enlisted men, and leave a portion of its present im- 
portant. duties to be undertaken by new services which 
must be o and trained for the purpose—-all this, 
to the end that a certain number qlicurs may retain 
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after the war ‘the temporary promotion provided solely 
because of ‘the exigency of war.” 


History of Revenue Cutter Service. 


A glance ito the history of the Service will not be 
irrelevant, Mir. Glass adds. The Revenve Cutter Ser- 
vice was orighrally established in I7M) at the second 
session of ‘the ‘first Congress, as a coast patrol for the 
enforcement of ‘the customs laws and an organized armed 
force for the protection of the seacoast—there being at 
chat time no naval establishment. With the growth 
and development of the mation other duties have been 
udded te mect the ever-increasing demand of the mari- 
time isfterests. In 1887 the President was authorized 
to cause public vessels adapted to the purpose to cruise 
upon the corst in the season of severe .weather to afford 
aid to distressed navigators. This work was assigned 
to the Revenue’ Cutter Service As time went on as- 
sistance to vessels in distress became of such vital im- 
portance that there @rose a demand to provide means to 
rescue pRss' s and crews cast ashore. Congress au- 
thorized ‘the establishment of life-saving stations, manned 
at first by volunteers and supervised by the officers of 
the R.C.S. The Life Saving Service was admimistered 
as a part of the R.C.S. until Congress erected it as a 
separate ‘bureau of the Treasury Department in 1878. 
Officers of the R:C.S. contimued ‘to ‘be detailed to in- 
struct, @rifl and inspect the crews of the various Jife- 
saving stations. two services worked in Close co- 
operation anf on Jan. 26, 2915, Congress combined 
them in one organization—the Ceast Guard. 

The Coast Guard because of its intimate connection 
with. the ewfercement of the customs laws has operated 
as a constituent part of the Treasury Department, ex- 
cept when it ‘has co-operated with Navy during time of 
war. [Ets inception as an armed patrol for the protec- 
tion of ‘the seacoast, for the prevention of smugg'ing 
and the suppression of filibustering expeditions, mude 
it necessary ‘to maintain the service on a military ‘basis. 
In 17% a decreed the revenue cutters, 
whenever the President so directs, shall ate with 
the Navy anf during such time be under the direction 
of the Secretary of ‘Navy, anfl expenses shall ‘he de- 
frayed by the Navy Department. ‘The Coast Guard has 
played its part. and with merit, in all the maritime 
wars in which the United States ‘has participated. In 
each instance ft. bas returned to its normal duties under 
the Treasury Department as soon as the active opera- 
tions cf war ceased. At ‘the present time it is operating 
as a part of the Navy. 

During ‘the present war, Mr. Glass says, the Coast 
Guard ‘has continued ‘to justify its reputation for effi- 
ciency aud has lived up to its high ideals and fine tradi- 
tions of 128 years. Six of its twenty-three seagoing 
vessels ‘have served with the forces abroad; two have 
been suuk through collision, and another was destroyed 
by the enemy with all on board. It is notable that 16 
per cent. of its entire personnel have been killed in con- 
tact with the enemy and an additional 1.2 per cent. have 
died from accident or sickness; 115 members of the Ser- 
vice have earued commendation for acts of personal 
bravery or efficient and noteworthy action. Mr. Glass 
concludes : 

“Whatever may have been the considerations in the 
past leading to the various proposals to transfer this 
service ‘to the Navy, Congress has declined ‘to 
act duting the period of 125 years, and-1I cannot find 
any reasen for ent i the proposition anew. 
therefore Tee) constrained te recommend .against the pas- 
sage of the bill. It is reasonable to assume that the 
Navy thas no further need for the Coast Guard for 
strictly military operations. The ‘Treasury Department 
has need now for the Goast Guard, but, while existing 
law provides that the Service shall return to the Treas- 
ury Department in time of peace, and clearly contem- 

lates its return when it is no longer needed the 
‘avy fer the active prosecution of the war, nev eless 
the Coast Guard remains technically with the Navy De- 
partment until peace is proclaimed. ‘This event may not 
take place for some time, and meanwhile the Treasury 
Department will ‘be deprived of the service of the Coast 
Guard. ‘These considerations lead me to suggest, and to 
urge, if I may, the advisability of early legislation which 
will permit the Coast Guard to return to its pre-war 
status under the Tre Department without await- 
ing the formal proclamation of peace.” 


Resolution to Restore Coast Guard to Treasury. 


Carrying out the recommendation of Secretary Glass, 
the following joint resolution was introduced in the 
House on Jan. 9: 

H.J. Res. 882, Mr. Walsh—Whereas the public interest 
requires that the Coast Guard resume its normal functions 
ig connection with ‘the protection of ‘the customs revenue, en- 
forcement of ‘the navigation laws, and the conservation of life 
and property at sea and along ‘the coast, at the earliest prac- 
ticable time end regardless of the date when peace may ‘be 
officially proclaimed; and whereas the Coast Guard is no 
longer required by the Navy Department for the active prose- 
cution of war; therefore be it 

Resolved by the Senate and House, etc., That, in accordance 
with the intent of the Act of Jan. 28, 1915, ‘to create” the 
Coast Guerli by combining therein the existing Life-Saving 
Service and Revenue-Outter Service, the. Coast Guard shall 
cease to operate as a part of the Nevy. and resume its opera- 
tions under the Treasury Department from and after the date 
of the adoption of this join resolution. 


NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICE. 

The membership smoker of the Air Servite Clubs’ As- 
sociation at the Army and Navy Club, Washington, on 
Jan. 10, brought together nearly 400 members of the 
Air Service. The guests were Major Gen. Oharles T, 
Menoher, the new chief of the Army Air Service; Capt. 
N. E. Tewin, of the Navy Air Service; Lieut. Col. Wil- 
liam Thaw, of Pittsburgh; Major Charles J. Biddle, 
Capt. Ray Bridgeman and Lieut. J. ‘O. Donaldson, the 
latter four America’s reeently returned “aces.” Col. W. 
E. Gillmore was chairman of the smoker committee. 
Major ‘Gen. W. 1... Kenly in a brief talk pledged the 
services of the association to aviation and to the mili- 
tary and muavat services of the United States. He ex- 
tended a warm welcome to the new chief, General 
Menoler, who gave an outline of his observations of 
aeronautics on the western front. Colonel Thaw re- 
gretted what he described as his inherent inability to 
make a speech, but Major Biddle favored the officers 
with reminiscences of remarkable exepriences of ftyers 
in battles, describing the unique luck of his friend, Capt.

He told of the development of Ger- 
mans in the use of the parachute and ‘how it saved many 
of the enomy flyers and said that it was one of the im- 
ee incidentals of the Air Service to which he 
oped the United States would give much attention, 
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Tieutenent Donaldson rélated a series of ‘thrilling ex- 
periences of his capture and ef two attempts to esenpe, 
the second of which was’ successful, when he and Lieut. 
R. A. Anderson made their way through Belgium ‘to 
Holland. The film and picture branch of the Division 
ef Military Aeronautics showed some recent moving pic- 
tuves, under the direction of Capt. L. E. Rubel.

REPORT ON OUR TROOPS IN RUSSIA. 


The War Department authorizes publication of the 
following cablegram, dated Jan. 11, 1919, from Col. 
George E. Stewart, commanding American troops at 
Archangel, Russia, transmitted through Major Gen. 
Joln Biddle, A..F. : 

Having just completed tour of .inspection .of troops eovering 
a period of twenty-eight days, during which time, besides 180 
miles by rail and fifty by automobile, I traveled :aggregate 650 
miles by horse and sled, the following brief report is submitted 


and as inquiries have been rzceived sat Military Mission from 
War Department regarding the ‘health, comfort and condition of 
troops, it is tequested that this report be telegraphed to Wash- 
ington. General health, discipline and morale of troops excel- 
lent, Billeting and living conditions good except at advanced 
outposts, where usual field conditions exist and improvised 'block- 
houses are only slwlte:. Front line troops are rotated in order 
to ameliorate conditions and prevent undue herdship. Sanitary 
conditions and conveniences are most primitive throughout field 
of operations. Clothing and equipment «ample and excellent. 
Rations good except for lack of fresh vegetables, which eompo- 
nent of ration is unobtainable locally exeept occasionally in 
small quantities, and supplies of dried substitutes are very 
limited. : 

Generally men have rapidly become accustomed ‘to rigors of 
lack of comforts and conveniences and existing primitive condi- 
tions of life and duty, and ‘have ‘performed most -valiant service 
The command is scattered with Allied troops over a front of 
400 miles at distanees from Archangel varying from 100 to 300 
miles, with small detachments at various places ‘on line of com- 
munication. It is exeeptional to have more than one company 
Americans serving intact at any one place. Temperature, No- 
vember aid December, 10 below zero to 10 above Nahrenheit 
and on occasions about 22 below. Casualties to date: killed in 
action> 2 officers, 43 enlisted men; died of wounds, 1 officer, 9 
enlisted men; accidents, 4 enlisted men; drowned, 1 officer. 2 
enlisted men; ‘sickness, 2 officers, 68 enlisted men ; ‘total deaths 
6 ofiicers, 121 enlisted men. Wounded in action, 7 officers, 144 
enlisted men; sick evacuated, 2 officers, 128 enlisted men: 
wounded evacuated, 1 officer, 33 enlisted men. Stewart. :

they occupy in the Army.

S. M. H. asks: (1) In Pilate III, I.D.R., is the distance of 
4.4 between companies in column of squads the distance from 
guide to guide, or from front rank of second company to rear 
rank of first? ‘(2) In close column are the eight paces from 
guide to guide or from file closers to front rank? (3) In cose 
line are the seven paces from line of file closers to number one 
man of next company, or are the file closers not considered? 
(4) In forming the regiment in line of masses the regulations 
read: “Each of the other battalien adjutants proceeds his bat- 
talion to the line and marks its point to rest.’’ In this case does 
the right guide of the leading company come to within six 
paces of the adjutant er does he come right up to his left arm?! 
(5) Do the guides of the leading company in this movement 
precede the company to allow the battalion adjutant to establish 
the line and then take their place in line at the compmand from 
of the captain? (6) What directions would the adjutants of the 
2d and 3d Battalions face in establishing the line? (7) In ex- 
tended order, a company is marching to the reare What com- 
mand should be given to have it resume its march in the direc 
tion of the enemy, this is to be given without halting! Is it ‘‘to 
the rear’’ or ‘‘forward’’? Answer: (1) Guide te guide, see 
page 10, Army and Navy Interpretations, Par. 263. (2) Same 
—guide to guide; see same reference. (3) As above. (4) Right 
up to his left arm. (5) No, they march up with the front rank, 
the right guide marching on the adjutant. (6) The battalion 
adjutants are established or corrected by the regimental adju- 
tant if necessary. The adjutants of the Ist and 2d battalions 
have the adjutants of the second and third battalions (respec 
tively) to mark the line. The adjutant of the 3d Battalion has 
only the left guide of leading company to assist him, who 
should, however, be sufficient. (7) To the rear, march. 

G. W. T. 8S. asks: Moss’s Manual, Par. 224, “At the second 
command leading squad turns to the right on moving pivot 
This statement is a direct contradiction to the statement made 
in Par. 69, which says that “the guide is charged with the step 
and direction.” If the guide is charged with the step and direc- 
tion, he should consequently be charged with any change of 
direction. Therefore at the second command, “Column right, 
two, march,” the guide should march by the right flank, which 
would determine the pivotal point of the leading squad, instead 
of as directed in Par. 224. As it is being taught at the present 
time the guide is forced to conform to the step trace distance 
and direction of No. 44, which is totally wrong. (2) Another 
question is on Par. 226, a similar proposition. To conform to 
the directions laid down in Par, 69: At the initial command; 
Par. 226, the right guide should immediately place himself at 
the proper distance of forty inches, in front of number four of 
the first squad, and at*the second command should step off with 
four short steps befere resuming the full step. As it is taught 
at the present time, he stands fast until the second command; 
then makes a wild leap and places himself ahead of number 
four, and after assuming his position, getting his step, distance 
and direction from number four, being compelled to turn his 
head and body to do so; he then takes four short steps and re- 
sumes the full step. Again I feel that this form is entirely at 
variance with the ideas laid down or expressed in Par. 69 and 
226. Answer: The inconsistences found between the prescribed 
or implied movements of the guide and the general duties laid 
down undoubtedly exist, and are contained in Pars. 108, 181, 
183, IL.D.R, They, however, are solved successfully by many 
men every day. There is no chance for any escape in the move- 
ments under discussion. The guide merely conforms. Where 
specific instructions exist, they govern, even though they may 
violate some principle of general application.

L. G. B. asks: At the annual encampment of the ist Regi- 
ment, M.H.G., the color line was established in front of regi- 
ments! headquarters; the regimental headquarters faced north 
and the color line extended east and west.

R. T. P. asks: (1) Will a soldier, uncovered and not under 
arms, render the salute and, if so, under what conditions? (2 
Is it proper for a volunteer military organization (or any mili. 
tary organization for that matter) to gerade in the evening out 
of doors, carrying the national color? Answer: (1) He will 
under all conditions, except as covered by subparagraph (2 )- of 
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Par. 759. I believe it to be the intent of the regulations thas 
enlisted men indoors should not salute, except before and after 
addressing or being addressed by an officer, but should render 
the courtesy by standing at attention uncovered. Under all 
other ¢ ces the salute is the prescribed courtesy, un- 
affected by the absence of headgear. (2) No; Par. 767. 

H. C. T. asks: What is the post of a battalion or regimental 
adjutant efter the battalion or regiment has been formed and 
turned over to the commanding officer? It is understood that 
there are no other staff officers with the commanding officer. 
This question involves an interpretation of Par. 24, 1.D.R. 
There is no doubt as to the post of the adjutant relative to the 
number of paces in rear of the commanding officer (three paces), 
The question is rather, is the adjutant to the right or to the 
left of the commanding officer? Answer: Three paces in rear 
and one pace to the right. (Right meaning to one’s right when 
facing in the same direction as the commanding officer and 
adjutant.) 

E, T. H. writes: In the Nov, 16 number of the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, in answer to questions 1 and 6 by E. D. F., 
under “Interpretations Infantry Drill Regulations,’ it is stated 
that the pivot man in “Company right” and “‘Squads right’ 
faces to the right by taking two, three or four short steps, and 
not by executing the movement abruptly. Am at a loss to un- 
derstand this, as in every organization I have been in the move- 
ment is executed “abruptly,” that is, turning on the ball of 
either foot immediately and then marking time. Furthermore, 
it is specifically prescribed in I.D.R., Par. 56, that ‘‘to face in 
marching without gaining ground in the new direction, turn 
on the ball of either foot and mark time.’’ When executed from 
a halt, I cannot see how there can be any other interpretation 
of this than that the pivot man immediately faces to the right 
on the bail of his right foot and then comes down with the left 
foot at the same time as the other men. If executed from the 
march, the man would turn on the-ball of the left foot or the 
right foot, depending on when the command was given. I can- 
not see how the man could turn on the ball of either foot as 
prescribed by the regulations if he took two, three or four steps 
as interpreted in your columns. Answer: If executed while 
marching, this movement offers no difficulties—it is simply a 
marching maneuver without any change in the position of the 
forces. No effort should be made to execute the change of 
direction by the front rank as a wheel. It is executed by the 
men of the squad individually, and is covered by Par. 119 and 
the last clause of Par. 56. The proper execution of the move- 
ment from a halt has been the subject of endless controversy 
and is done in several ways. We beliéve the best instruetion for 
the pivot man to be as follows: At the first beat of the cadence 
after the command of execution take up the mark time and, if 
armed, execute the right shoulder arms. Face in the new direc- 
tion as quickly as is conveniently possible. In a well-trained 
outfit the pivot men should complete the ninety degree change 
in direction in one count. To do this and at the same time te 
handle the rifle smartly and precisely is not an easy and simple 
thing. Do not teach the pivot men to execute left or right trace. 
It is admitted that this instruction does not absolutely coufurm 
to Par. 119. Neither does any other method of instractiwn. 
This paragraph does not properly cover this movement, si.ce 
the face in marching is intended as a marching movement only,
